ONE CAUSE.OF DIVORCES. 


Bad Cooking the Entering Wedge of Mari- 
tal Infelicity. 

‘The very light manner in which Ameri- 
can girls and women toss off the oft-quoted 
Meredithism that ‘civilized man cannot live 
without cooks’ is only another instance of 
the national Iack of reverence for really 
serious things,” quoth a lady of broad cul- 
ture and large experience, who was one of 
a group of feminine Summer boar jers ata 
well known mountain resort, Some of the 
younger members of the group are inclined 
to treat the anbject jokingly and to shrug 
their pretty shoulders over the idea of there 
being anything serious in so material a ques- 
tion, but their elderly friend would have 
none of their flippancy. 

“TJ assure you, girls, it is my firm convio- 
tion that more divorces are to be traced to 
the fact that American women know noth- 
ing about cooking than to any other one 
cause under the sun. It is, in nino cases 
out of ten, ‘‘the little rift within the lute,’ 
the entering wedge, the apple of discord 
thrown into the newly formed and apparent- 
ly harmonious domestic circle, to create dis- 
content, alienation and final dissolation. 
Cooking isan art which no woman should 
fail to acquire, the radiments of which 
should be inculcafed with the three R’s, and 
the finer touches added with the finishing. 
off efforts of her music, drawing and French 
masters. The few cooking schools that have 
been established and the vevy limited ac- 
commodations that have been made for 
teaching subject practically ina few of our 
larger institutions of learning are votally in- 
adequate to effect the results required to 
remedy the almost universal ignorance of 
American w men upon this important sub- 
ject. 

The matter should go deeper ; the import- 
ance of the subject should be preached from 
the housetops until every woman shall feel 
as much ashamed of not knowing how to 
cook asshe would of not knowing how 
write her name. The number of people who 
can afford to hire French cooks is so limited 
as to exclude that way out of the difficulty 
from the general question, Tho art of living, 
of dining, is an outgrowth of civilization 
which cannot be ignored, and coming, as it 
does entirely within woman's province, 
should receive ber most serious attention, 
since the results to bo obtained are well 
worthy of her highost efforts and utterly re- 
deem the apparent meanness of the occupa- 
tion. 

“Tt isthe wise woman who will study her 
busband’s material tastes and cater to them; 
itis thesonsible and rightly balanced wo- 
man who will descend from her esthetic and 
sontinontal heights long enough to realize 
that 99 per cent. of this life is material, and 
that by nourishing her husband's body well 
she is really improving his morals. You 
will tell mo that I am talking platitudes, 
that you have heard all this before, but 
you cannot hearit too often. This subject 
of cooking is of far moro importance to wo- 
men than that of suffrage, or prohibition, 
or foreign mixsions or faith cures. It is tho 
key to the social problem, the padlock to 
tho divorce courta.” And our enthusiastio 
elderly boarder, quite warmed by her own 
eloquence, gathered up her knitting and 
marched off to ber own room, while certain 
of the young matrons whose consciences 
wore whispering to them the secret meaning 
of certain little domestic clouds, went off 
to ponder those things in their hearte—por 
haps to protit by them.

A. ROW THAT WAS A OW. 
Three University Men Row 
to Putney, 110 


From Oxford 
Miles. 

A feat of excellent endeavor and dogged 
endtirance was performed on the Thames 
yesterday that deserves to be chronicled. It 
was once argued, and it lias ‘since been 
wholly disproved, that sévere training in 

‘outh makes manhood suffer severely for it, 
Well, here are three well-known University 
oarsmen, Who bad notin any way prepared 
themselves for the task, rowing from the 
University Barge at Oxford to the Leander 
Club house at Putney, 110 miles, hindered 
by innumerable and unforseen obstacles, in 
exactly twonty-two hours and a half to the 
very second, 

It is a feat hitherto recorded tothe 
fanious waterman, Lord Kilmoréy, and to 
another equally enthusiastic aquatic noble- 
men. It ve been done when there were 
no locks at Bray and Boveney, ond when a 
terrific stream almost like a millrace took 
the boot on its wild career between the 
wooded banks of Clivenden and — the 
historio playing fields of Eaton. It has 


been done by men who have. trained for the’ 


purpose, and in longer time than was taken 
yesterday. It has been done with couriers 
on horseback to open the locks, and with 
nothing whatever to impede the slow and 
silent’ progress. 

They had decided to row the course in 
what was called half-ontrigged gig, with 
sliding seats—the first time such a thio 
has ever been done on a long journey, sat 
with three pairs of sculls) + Mr, Kage 
rowed stroke, Mr. W: A. Greuifell. was No. 
2, and Mr, Holland took the bow. , In this 
order they started and finished, All were 
in fairly good condition, but none in thor- 
ough training. They hud not prepared 
themselves for the trip in any way what- 
ever—in fact, Mr, Grenfell hea scarcely 
touched an oar for over two years. They 
wero steered from start to finish by an 
Oxford waterman. They were accompanied 
throughout the journey by a steam launch, 
which was occasionally boarded in order to 
take their alight meals, to snatch a fow 
seconds’ reat, and to satisfy themselves with 
ripe fruit, which they one and all enjoyed 
moré than anything else as a stimulant dur- 
ing their long voyage. 

The clock struck midnight as they started, 
amid, hearty congratulations from Oxford 
folk, and they rowed as strongly and in as 

ood form as in the old university days, 
3ut it was a dismal and uncanny commence- 
ment, There was no moon visible. The 
stars refused to shine, and the river was 
dull and dead with mist and fog: It was 


find its way through the darkness and ‘the 
weeds, and more difficult still for the oars- 
men to follow the fitful lights.” However, 
they all reached Iffey Lock at 12.11, where 
the local oarsmen had prepared o pretty 
show of Chinese lanterns, 

Day began to dawn when Cleeve Lock 
was reached at 5.01. The day that broke 
so beautifully over the misty river proved 
true to the very end. Mapleduarham was 
timed at 6,27, Cayersham at 7.15, when 
the captain ordered o wash, and the crew 
enjoyed a hearty breakfast. Cookham»at 
11.56, after encountering that dreadful 
**dead noser” in Cogkham Reach, which 
was anything but pleasant.’ Boulter’s Lock 
was reached at 12.27, and here, after the 
cheery greeting at Bourne-end and the 
prospective welcome at Maidenhead, oc- 
curred tho first disaster. Mr, Grenfell, who 
was now in his own water, so to speak, and 
within sight of Taplow Court, was attacked 
with violent muscular pains and contraction 
below the breast bone, It was a kind of 
muscular cramp, and the pain had to be 
endured on and off from that point to Put- 
ney, The hands had all stood fairly well. 
Al the oarsmen rowed in gloves, and when 
blisters came they were softened down with 
lumpa of cotton: But notwithstanding in- 
cipient, cramp, and. inritating blisters, on 
went the oarsmen, encouraged by, the Beaty 
and sympathetic cheers of Maidenhead, 


till, plucky as ever, they timed Bray 
Lock at 12.52, and sensibly repaired 
to the cabin of the steam. launch 


for a hearty luncheon. Darkness came on 
apace as the undaunted crew toiled on in 
the gloaming to Teddington, the last of the 
locks, which was reached at 8.10. Every 
oarsioan was still fitto row for his life, but 
the monotony of the journey provoked 
Jaswitude, and at last the muscular cramp 
pains at the base of Mr. Grenfell’s chest 
yielded to a treatment of amatetir massage, 
with the aid of a lotion of pure brandy. 
Once Kew was passed, their energies re- 
vived again. ‘Thoy were on their old battle 
ground, They had arrived at the Ship at 
Mortlake ; thoy were passing Barnes, 
Once more they were going under Hammer- 
sinith Bridge, with no crowds on the shore, 
and‘only the stars to witness them, but 
once the lighta of Putney came in sight on 
they went, at racing paco, With a few 
strokes they passed the launch, and as the 
clock struck 104 Serres upon the accustomed 
short of Piithey. The average rowing was 
nine minutes to a mile, and, as a rule, 
thirty strokes a mipute 

As has been said before, they were none 
of then “done” when they landed. They 
could bave gone on vowing to Wesminater 
or Gravescnd for the matter of that, but 
they were heartily sick of the dull, dead 
inonotony of the task.—London Standard.

AMILLION DOLLAR BLAZE 


The Residence Vortion of Grand Huven, 
Mich., Wipod Out by Plamos. 

Granp Haven, Mich., Oct. 2.—The best 
part of the residence portion of this city 
was wiped out by firo yesterday morning.

The case of William Croukrite, the young 
Freeport man who married Flossie Richards, 
of Milwaukee, some weeks ago,while drunk,

CONGRESS. 


Beerectary Blaine Sclected as President 
Preliminarios Arranged—The Delegates 
WILL Seo the Country. 


Wasutnoron, Oot, 3.—TDhe delegates to 
tho Intornational: American Congross o5- 
sombled at the State Departmo.t yesterday 
morning and ab 12 o'clock proceeded to the 
diplomatic reception room, Here they were 
presented to Secretary Blaine, 
livered a felicitous address, of welcome. 
President Harrison gaye o spegial rec option 
to. tho dologates ab 1.30 o'clock, ono of the 
features of which was an Informal luncheon 
served. in the State dining-room, Mra 
Harrison and all the mombers of the Cabinet 
wero present at the reception. 

Theo resolutions were adopted : 

**Resolyed-—That this congress namo as 
president pro tem. Hon. John B, Henderson 
6 delegate to this congress representing the 
United States of Amorica. 

“Resolvod—That a committey of five 
mombers be appointed by the president 
Whose duty it shall be to designaty dnd re- 
port to the congress on its reassembling in 
November next such committees as in its 
judgment should be appointed to facilitate 
the business of the congress and the num- 
ber of members which each committeo shall 
havo.” 

Mr. Hendorson of Missouri took the chair, 
and under the last resolution the following 
com); ittee, on organization was announced 
by the chairman : Senor Romero, tho Mexi- 
cain Minister; Councillor Lafayette Rodri, 
quicz Pereira of Brazil, Dr. Alberto Nin of 
Uruguay, Dr. Horatio Guzman of Nicaragua, 
Dr, Joseph E. M. Hurtado of Colombia, 

The committes retired and in a few min- 
utes returned with a recommendation which 
was immediately adopted that Secretary 
Blaine be navied as president of the songress. 
Another committee was thon appointed con. 
sistiig of Senor Hurtado, Mr. Bliss, Sénor 
Velarde of Bolivia, Dr. Aragon of ‘Costa 
Rice and Senor Zegarra of Peru, to notify 
Secretary “Blaine of his election. Meéan- 
while a resoliition was adopted providing 
for the appointment of a committes of 
seven to draw up patliamentary rules 
for the government of the congress. The 
committees will be appointed hereafter. 

Affucther resolution was adopted provid- 
ing that in the absence of the president the 
ebair will be occupied by one of the dele- 
gates of cach of the nations represented in 
tho congress by turn selected by -lot., /An- 
other resolution was adopted for, thesap- 
pointment of a committee to distribute the 
work of the congress among sab-committees. 
This committee will also be appointed hero- 
after. Cn motion of one of the South 
Americ, n delegates the following was adop- 
ted: 

"Resolved that the members of the In 
terbational American Congress accept with 
pleasure the invitation of the President of 
the United States of America, to be the 
guests of his Government in an excursion 
though=the-territory of the United States, 
and.that,we express our thanks for eaid in- 
vitation,” 

At this stage Secretary Blaine entered 
the room and was escorted to the president's 
chair, Arecess of 15 minutes was taken 
and at its expiration.on-motion of Mr. Hen- 
derson, the Congress adjourned until Mon- 
day, Noy. 10, when it will meet. at n20n in 
the Wallack mansion. After the adjourn- 
ment the delegates were escorted to the 
White Honse by Secretary, Blaine where 
the reception took plac .

HAVE PLANTS SOULS? 


PERSONAL MAGNETISM IN REARING 
HOTHOUSE FLOWERS. 


What Experts Havo to Say on tho Subject 
—Too Frequent Watering Often the 


Cause of the Trouble. 


Success in flower culture depends on 
personal magnetism. Thatis the dic- 
tum of the fair sex, or at least of a good 
many gentle culturists who have fafled 
or succeeded in making window gar- 
dens, according as fate or some other 
‘oocult power decided. Whether per- 
sonal magnetism has anything to do 
with the matter or not, it isa fact that 
some women’can raise house plants and 
others cannot. One woman will take a 
few slips and cuts of plants, stick them 
in flower pots, and pay but little atten- 
tion to their care forever after, yet in a 
short time her windowsill will be a 
bower of beauty, rich in verdant follage, 
and bleoming as a hothouse, while 
another woman Will make a start under 
much more fayorable circumstances, 
water her plants faithfully, sun them 
with regularity, and coddle affection- 
ately only to see them droop and die 
drearily. Why should such things be? 
‘Personal magnetism in one case; the 
lack of it in the other,”’ answers the fair 
psychologist. Are flowers sentient be- 
ings? Have they affections, likes and 
dislikes? These are questions raised by 
the assertions of the incomprehensible 
soothers of masculine sorrows. Oan 

ersonal magnetism act upon so low a 

orm oflife as aplant?. Successful rais- 

ers of plants say it can and their unsuc- 
cessful sisters corroborate the statement. 
Under such circumstauces argument to 
the contrary is out of the question. A 
demure little housewife whose parlor 
was a fragrant garden calmly assured a 
Chicago Tribune reporter that flowers 
had souls, or hearts, or some other organ 
capable of receiving impressions from 
human beings. She had no doubt of it; 
she knew it. Just look at her plants. 
Every one of them green and healthy, 
blooming and growing. 

Then look at hor sister's, Well, her 
sister basn’t any to look at, but she had 
tried and tried, over and over again, and 
shed many tears*ecauso nothing would 
grow forher. Her touch even was fatal to 
any flower. Let her lay a. hand on ger- 
ht Gut or chrysanthemum and in a few 
hours it would wither and wilt as though 
Jack Frost had nipped it. Nothing less 
ihan the magnetic caress of one beloved

of flowers would restore to life again a 


plant thus blighted. It was tho same 
with plucked flowers. The little house- 
wife could wear a flower in her hair or 
corsajge of an evening, put it in water 
overnight, and wearitagain the next 
eveuing, and the next, and every even- 
ing for a week sometimes, and it would 
look freah and bright until it fell to 
pieces. But Jet her sister adorn herself 
with asimilar flower and it would shrivel 
aud wiltin an hour, ond not all the 
water in all the seas of ‘carth could ever 
make it life ita drooping head again. 
This was astounding doctrine to one 
who had never given much heed to flow- 
ers, and in order to receive further en- 
lightenmont the matter was lald before 
u professional florist who had been many 
yours in the busindss. As might have 
bean eapocted, the florist, being a man, 
and of coarser clay, Ws not on psychol 
ogical terms with his stock in eae He 
could ralso flowers, wore or less puccess 
fully, and Lad become tolorably familiar

One great mistake in rearing plants 
was watering them too often, This 
made the ground sour and decayed the 
roots. It was more injurious than hay- 
ing the ground a little toodry. Then 
again, plants having numerous roots 
often become ‘‘rootbound” and ‘‘bot- 
tom dry.’"” The roots would practically 
fill the pot, packing the earth go that it 
was impervious to water. In such a 
case the earth would look molst on top, 
while below it would be as dry as ashes. 
Sometimes the water would run down 
the sides of the pot and not reach the 
roots atall. Sprinkling the leaves was 
aduty that should not be neglected. 
The leaves were the lungs of the plant, 
and some varieties took as much nour- 
ishment through their leaves as through 
their roots. lenty of pure air, mols- 
ture—not wetness—and sunshine were 
the sources of life for plants. 

Perhaps the most extraordinary plants 
in Chicago are those composing the 
group of Victoria regia waterlilies, now 
to be secn in luxuriant growth in tho 
lily ponds in Lincoln park. The Vic- 
toria regia comes from the river Ama- 
zon, and the specimens {n Lincoln park 
are the only ones west of New York. 
This plant is remarkable for its broad 
leaves, which lie flat on the water save 
that they turn up two or three inches at 
the edges, forming a sort of floating pan. 
The leaves are large, some of them be- 
ing nearly six feet in diameter. This 
picture here presented is a copy of 
photograph taken in Lincoln park. The 
boy sitting on one of the leaves is not 
part of the plant, but a plain, everyday 
human shaver of 5 or 6 years. His 
presence on the leaf is due to the pride 
which Supt. Pettigrew takes in his 
waterlilies. The Zribune reporter told 
Mr. Pettigrew that he had _ heard 
of a photograph haying been taken of a 
child sitting onachairon the leaf of a 
Victoria regiain the Kew gardens in 
England. Mr. Pettigrew said his plants 
would float a child as well as any in En- 
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THE VICTORIA REGIA, 
giand. Accordingly he. directed one of 
his employes to put on.a pair of rabber 
boots reaching to his waist,and pressing 
a boy into service had him placed as he 


appears in the picture. Mr. Pettigrew 
afteward said he himself had been afloat 
on leaves of the water lily of his own 
raising. Although the lily ponds in 
Lincoln park have only been in exist: 
ence since last spring their surfaces are 
adorned with rich foliage and georgeous 
blossoms of many hues, forming in fact, 
one of the most interesting and attract- 
ive features to be found in the park,

How Cheip Cloves are made 
It may, perhaps, interest readers to know 
some bf the secrets Of cheap glove-making, 
Before the introduction of the glove sewing 
machine, which took place about 1870, a 
simple apparatus was in uso, consisting of 
two brass plates, in which the stitches were 


inciged, holding tightly together the leather 
purts of the e, while the needle of the 
sewer followed casily t incised stitches. 
It was an onsy work, not at all injurious to 
body or eyo, and an industrious and quiet 
girl could, without any exertion, sew two 
pairs of gloves 4 day, for which she re- 


ceived from 24 pence to 3 pence each, equal 
to about 5 pence to 6 pence A day. Very 
poor wages. But the money was earned in 
a comfortable way, 


Let us now compare what progress theao 
girls made in the golilen ora of machinery. 
The poor sewors are never in a position to 
acquire the requisite sum to be owners of 
these machines. ‘Tho district to which Tre- 
fer is a poor, mountamous part, tho mén 
mostly miners of ao imperial silver mine, 
with daily wages of sixteen pence The re- 
quisite ma hines are owned by middlemen, 
called factors, to;whom the glove manufac 
turers from all partd of Austria send their 
unfinished gloves for sewing. These factors 
are proprietors of a certain number of mia- 
chines—-from twenty, up to a bhundred— 
which are fitted ip in work-rooimns, most of 
thom very indifferently suited for the» pur 
pose hi poor girls from the » ighboring 
diatrict have ofte to walk a distance of 
cicht miles to find work in such work 
rooms hey leave their 1 rable cottages 
at dam, to begin thoir coy work at 6 
am, After a har hor of twelye houra on 
a most complioated machine, and after 
having passed another t hours on the way 
homo, , voir whole earnit nsist of 7 
pence.

Of the Woman's Ohristian Association, 

Ten yoars have olapsod since the organi 
zation of the Woman's Ohristian Associa- 
tion, During that period many of the 
original mombersa through sickness, death, 
and other causes, have dropped out of the 
ranks. Those romaining, ao woll as those 
who of later yoars have become fellow 
| workers and supporters, must indeed fool 
that their labors has not been in vain, Lot 
us rondor thanks to God for His guidance 
and protection in the past, praying that 
His blessing may attend the further pro 
gross of this association, Since October 
last 111 patients have been treated in, the 
hospital, an increase of 28 over the number 
admitted the previous year, The advan 
tago of such an institution in our midat 
was never moro fully recognized by the 
public than during the past summer, when 
more than once the hospital was taxed to 
its utmost capacity, manifesting to us that 
little time should be lost in fitting up the 
wing for habitation, in the ovent of a 
groater influx of pationts, Will our friends 
bear this in mind and bo as generous with 
their contributions as heretofore 7 

The appearance of the interior has beon 
yery much improved by the furnishing of 


three additional rooms: the Board 
Room, vory handsomely and 
suitably by’ Mrs. Oampbell Wallbridge, 


& semi-private ward by Mr. Geo, Stewart 
in memory of his fathor, Dr, Stowart, and 
a room fitted up for the comfort and con- 
venience of the matron and nurses by a few 
children interested in the work, assisted by 
theirfriends. It is hoped that in the report 
of next year we will be able to announce 
that sevoral other gooms have been set apart 
as private wards, as the presont ‘accommo- 
dation for private parties is not sufficient 
to meet the demands made upon us, The 
privilogo of furnishing two of these rooms 
has alroady béen applied for. At present 
there aro 20 beds in the Hospital, and so- 
commodation for 35. Tho largest number 
of old people in the Home during the year 
was 13, eight women and five men. Two 
deaths have occurred, Mary Hyde, an in 
mate since the opening in 1879, who died 
last May at the age of 88, and John Lusk, 
also one of the first inmates, aged 89, who 
died while on a visit to some friends in 
Tweed, One inmate was discharged for 
misconduct, and another left of his owa 
accord, expressing a wish to reside in To- 
ronto for the future, At present there aro 
9 inmates, seven women and two men. 

Several impPovements have been made 
in the «sanitary arrangements of the build- 
ing. An excellent drain has been construct- 
ed from the hospital to the’ bay, at the cost 
of $172; for tlie supervision of which we 
have to thank Mr. J. L. Biggar. A com- 
plete new system of plumbing has been in- 
troduced, under the careful supervision of 
Mr. Owen, sanitary plumber, the old sys- 
tem having been found defective. This 
improvement cost $141. A new range 
has been placed in the kitchen, at the cost 
of $185, proving a great convenience, 
the increased number of patients making 
the purchase a neceasity, 

Supply $1,860.00 ; wages $742.05 ; fuel 
$404.05; furnishings $306.20; matron’s aal- 
ary $300 ; drugs $280.60 ; repairs $216.21; 
printing $72.57; light $46.45 ; straw 
$12.59 ; telephone, $4260 ; interest, 
$153 40; ice, $10.10; bedding, $54 26 ; 
grounds, $460; clothing, $17.26; con- 
$13.92, Total $4,036 56, 
Balance $7.63.

A Glimpse at Oxford—Potnts of Inter. 


oat §®) London, 
Mn, Eprron,—Oxlord, famousin hist ry 
and learning, is indeed a oj y of colleges, 
and one could take daya in wandering 


about the cloisteré and chapels, halls and 


quadranglos of the many colleges that face 
you on overy side. Ohrist church chapel 
aud hall are very beautiful, and the Broed 
Walk with its magoiticent elma can soarcely 
be equalled in Kugland St. Magdaleu's | 
or **Maudiina’ as they call it, founded 400 
yoars ago, is also vory beautiful, and has 
an avenue almost equal to Ohriat church, 
beloved by Addison, and known to this day 
as Addison's Walk. Going through some 
of the atudent’s rooms, one finds that an 
Oxford undergraduate can make hinwsolf 
during his residence in college very com- 
fortable indeed. Someof the colleges are 
very fine specimens of architecture, but 
many of them look time-worn and show the 
wear and tear of the centuries that have 
gone by since they were built. The time 
to see Oxford is of course during term, but 
whon I was there Freshman and Don had 
alike gone to fresh woods and pastures 
green, and the old colleges were as silent 
as the grave. While there I stayed at a 
hotel over 400 years old, famous in the an- 
nals of Oxford and beloved by its studente, 
the old **Mitre’”’. It has always been a 
favorite resort of the undergraduates, and 
its old walls have echoed to inany a college 
song and heard many a college story in days 
gone by. It is still a firat class hotel and 
holds its own bravely with the grander 
ones more recently built. It is said that a 
rathor irroligious student once remarked 
‘that of-all mitres, this would last the 
longest.” However that may be it is quite 
certain that thie particular one will yet 
survive hale and hearty for many a year to 
come, 

The Great Western to London takes you 
through a pleasant part of the country, 
crossing and recrossing the Thames a num- 
ber of times and you frequently gob a pret- 
ty viow of the river filled with little ekitls 
or the larger house boats gaily decorated, 
and in about two hours after leaving queer 
old Oxford you find yourself in the midst 
of the roar and bustle of mighty 


LONDON, 


It is such an immense place and there 
are 80 many places of interest that one 
scarcoly knows where to go first, but prob 
ably Westminster Abbey is, of all others, 
the mostinteresting. Itis said that a 
church stood on the sitein 636, althougt 
to Edward the Confessor is ascribed the 
building of the present Abbey, it claims to 
be one of the oldest churches in existence 
and it might also fairly claim to be one of 
the most beautiful.@ This old Abbey has 
seon many changes in this grand old land. 
Saxon, Norman, Roman Oatholic and Pro 
testant, and its walls have echoed to the 
singing of the mass and the chant of the 
Anglican service. When first built it was 
isolated and alone on the banks of the 
Thames, now itis in the centre of the 
greatest city the world has ever seen, The 
morning I was there, service was being 
held and I sat for come time listening to 
the music of the choir and great organ, as 
it came floating out to where I sat and I 
thought I bad never listened to anything 
so exquisite, There are many beautifal spots 
in the old Abbey, but the chapel of Henry 
VII., isa gem, Nothing more beautiful 
can be imagined than the delicate lace work 
carvings of its stone roof, it is simply 
superb. 

They show the ooronation chair and 
stone, on which every English king from 
centuries back down to our own good 
Queen has beea crowned, It has rather 
an antiquated appearance, which is only to 
be expected in such an ancient piece of 
furniture, but if it could, like Hawthorne's 
‘‘orandfather’s chair,” only speak, what 
stories it could tell of the gorgeous sighta 
and scenes it has witnessed and participat- 
ed in during the centuries past and gone. 
The ashes of many an English king and 
queen lie in the abbey, but to mo the m: st 
interesting parb was the poet’s corn:r, 
where, side by side, waiting till the last 
trumpet shall sound, are lying many w:n 
whose Snamea, clear and bright shine out 
in that wondrous rece of England's litoracy 
men. The kindly face of Thaokery, altho’ 
he ignot buried here, looks down upon the 
graye of his great rival, Charles Dickens, 
while near by are the graves of Macaulay, 
QOampbell, Saml. Johnson and many others 
whose names areas household words the 
world over, and I was much pleased to see 
ainong the English poets the tender, sym- 
pathetic countenance of Longfellow, bis 
breast coverod with beautiful roses. The 
bust was placed there by Englishmen, who 
love as we ov our side of the Atlantic loved 
“the sweet old singer and his Bong.” 

ST. PAUL'S 


from ifs great size and position is one of 
the mogt prominent buildings in London 
aod as a triumph of architecture ranks 
only second to St, Peter's at Rome, From 
che gallery in the dome of St, Paul’s you 
can get a wonderfully good view of London 
if it happens to be a bright olear day, but 
that is something that I may add right 
hero, you donot always find. The Whis- 
pering Gallery is a wondrousaffair. It is 
so built that, sitting down close to the wall, 
you can distinctly hear one of the attendants 
whispering or talking in a low tone at the 
furthest part of the immenge gallery. It 
is nob as interesting as the Abbey, but in 
the orypt lies the lron Dake, 

“The man who fought an hundred fights, 

And never lost an Knog ish gun,” 
while near him is the remains of the great- 
est sailor since the world began, the herg 
of the Nilo and Trafalgar, Horatio Lord 
Nelson. 

In the National Gallery are specimens of 
many of the great masters, Rembrandt, Ra- 
bens, Titian, Murillo, and, aa the advertise- 
ments asy, many others too numerous to 
mention, Among the paintings of the mod- 
ero artists were many very familiar throuyh 
engravings: Landseer’s ** Shooing the Bay 
mare,” which is a splendid painting; For 
the Derby day ; Rosa Bonheur's Horse fair, 
&c. Bub the room devoted to Turner's 
paintings was to me tho most interesting. 
At first you do not appreciate them, bub 
the longer you gaze, the more you aro de- 
lighted and surprised at the wonderful skill 
in coloring of this great English painter. 
In company with Mr, O, M. Reid, of Goo. 
Ritchio & Ov.’s, whom I accidentally met 
one day on Cheapside, I visited the British 
Museum, and by means of a letter of intro- 
duction to one of the librarians that Mr, RK. 
had, we wero taken through many parts of 
the museum nob seen undor ordinary cir- 
cumstances. 1 thought I had seon a good 
many books in my time, but I was litorall 
astounded as we were taken through 
gallery after gallery for, l was going to 
say, miles, filled with books, pamphlets, 
&o., of every sort, size, and description. 
One can imagine how they accumulated 
when, according to law, a copy of every 
book and pamphlet, from the choapost 
child’s toy book to the moat oxpensive folio, 
and every daily and weekly paper published 
in the kingdom, must be gent to the mus- 
eum. Although there are many, vory many, 
interesting thinga, the manuscripts and au 
tograph letters wero to mo the moat inter 
esting. ‘The illuminated missals, psalters, 
snd bibles executed ages ago aro very beau- 
tiful, and you wonder how, in thoso timos, 
they could do such magnificont work, Am- 
ong tho wonderful collection of manuscripts 
you may read tho articles of agrooment, 
dated in 1667, tor tho sale of the copyright 
of **Paradise Lost” signed by John Milton ; 
a loaf of the rough draft of the last chapter 
of Macaulay's History of England ; the ori- 
ginal Bull of Pope Loo X., conforring on

Av Entire Block in the Centre of the Tewn

A German inventor has produced an in-

example, one person can ascend from the 
firat to the second story while another is on 
his way from the second to the third, or 
atill dese ending from the fifth to the fourth.

The motive power is, of course, 
more or less expensive, according to the 
cost of the water, this being, it is stated, in 
Berlin, a littl more than one-tenth of a 
cent only for each trip.”

TREASON TO CANADA, 


We have acoused Mr. Laurier, the leader 
of the Grit party, of treason to Canada in 
connection with the threat of ‘'retaliation” 
which was made by President Oleveland last 
year. The proof of that accusation is here- 
with submitted. 

President Cleveland's message, which 
threatened to deprive Canada of the bond- 
ing privilege of imports from and exports 
to foreign countries over American railways, 
because of the refusal of our Government 
to permit Yankee fishermen to enter our 
porte and tranship their catch, was publish 
ed on August 23rd, 1888, Four days later 
Mr. Laurier spoke at St. Thomas, and said, 
as reported in the Globe: 


The President only avks to retaliate. Why 
Why, sir, because in his judgment 
he would be compelled to do so by the anfriend- 
ly action of the dian Government. If we 
are met with this state of things with which we 
are ened it is due to the vicious policy of 
the Ganadian Government ia the administration 
of the rights secured to us by the Treaty of 
1818, If the Oanadian Government had fol- 
lowed s more friendly course thers would aot 
have been an unfriendly feeling to-day, The 
United States would never have contested thous 
rights if the mghts had been asserted in a friend- 
ly manner. It was not so, Those rights had 
been asserted in a harsh manner; they had been 
asserted in an offensive manner. Time and 
again in the year 1885 Amorican fishermen were 
arrested for trivial offences. Nothing, sir, could 
be more offensive to those people when they 
came to a British sSand found themselves 
rroste oir Vo 'se) jetained for the simple 
violation of Customs laws, woich, in all pr ba 
bility they did not know. It is no wonder that 
their hearts wore bitter and that*they made 
complaint at Washington If, on the contrary, 
the Canadian Government had administered 
our laws as they concsved them under the 
treacy ina friendly manner thore could not 
have taken place what has taken place.

The Decline of Constantinople. 

The British Qonsul-General at constan- | 
tinople, in his last report refers to the de- | 
clining commercial importancs of that city. 
Its trade has suffered considerably since 
1878, and more particularly during the 
past two years. Large wholesale houses 
which formerly did business with Persia 
and Central Asia, andacted as middleman 
between European manufacturers and the | 
merchants of these parts, have in recent’ 
years lost their customers, and are gradu- | 
ally disappearing from the city. This is | 
Owing, in & measure, to neW and more di- | 
rect routes having been thrown open to | 
markets that were formerly supplied from 
Constantinople, and also to the fact that | 
produce which used to goto the Turkish 
capital for shipment to Europe js now | 
despatched direct from the outports. Per. | 
sia, which previously drew a considerable | 
part of her imports from Constantinople, | 
has latterly commenced to make use of | 
Bushire, and the entire import trade of 
Lower Persia is at present centred in that 
place. The export trade of ths city has 
suffered in a similar way; the produce of | 
Turkish Kurdistan, estimated to amount | 
to an annual value of £320,000, which two | 
years ago went through tho capital, is now 
shipped from Bagdad—a route which is 
considered to be less expensive and safer, 
As regards Persian trade especially, Mr, 
Fawcoott observes thab during the yorara 
1587 88 it was not satisfactory. Dealors 
in Manchester goods suffored considerably, 
wing partly to Russian competition, and 
also to the highrate of exchange preyail- 
ing at Odessa,

THE CRONIN MURDER | RIAL. 


Prank Woodruffo’s Case Continacd Unti 
the Next Term of Court 

Curicaco, Oct. 7,—As soon as the Crim’ 
inal Court was called to order Saturday 
morning State's Attorney Longeneck er made 
a motion that the caso against Frank Wood: 
ruff, one of the men indicted for the murdey 
of Dr. Cronin, be continued until the noxt 
term. This was strenuously opposed by 
Crewes, of vounsel for Woodruff, who de- 
manded an immediate trial for his olien’.

A VICTORY FOR EDISON. 


The Westinghouse Company Loses Another 
Sult Against the Inventor, 

Prrrsucra, Oct. 7.—In the United States 
Court Saturday Justice Bradley, of the Su- 
premo Court, dismissed the famous clect ic 
light case of Westinghouse against Edison. 
Tho suit was brought by the Westinghouse 
interest against {ho McKeesport, or Edison, 
electric light eompany, to restrain the de- 
fendants from using the fitrous carbon or 
incandescent conductorin theair-tight globe, 
Plaintiffs olained they had been granted a 
patent on the fibrous carbon, while upon 
the other hand, tho Edison interest asserted 
that ,they had filed an application for a 
patent a month before the application of the 
plaintiffs, 

The court holds that the claim of priority 
of invention In the fibrous carbon filament 
is not valid, as Edison had accomplished 
the result before Sawyer, Mann or Westing- 
house. 


Ocean Steamers in Collision, 

Lonpon, Oct. 7.—Tho State of Georgia 
has arrived at Greenock. Her damage is all 
above the water line. The vessel with which 
she collided was the consting steamer Agate. 
A heavy fog prevailed at the time. The 
Agate struck the Georgia on the port bow 
with great force smashing five of the latter’s 
plates and ten of her frames. Several of 
the crew lying in their bunks had uarrow 
escapes.

The police officials wore interviowed but 
they were ae damb as oysters ani looked 
perfectly ignorant of the whole affeir and 
their look was a justifiable one, for they wore 
as ignorant of what evidence had been secur- 
ed against MoDonald as the genoral public, 
The Solicitor-General simply told Chiof 
Marshall to have MeDonald arrested, and 
after slight hesitation Inspector Wetherel 
and Detective R. Ring wore ordered to pre- 
ceed to Barker's shop and bring the accused 
to the station. McDonald did not want to 
go atfirat but when told by Ring that he 
could walk a fow steps ahead of the officers 
he consented to go. 

At the station he was searched but 
nothing beyond some paper with shorthand 
characters on it was found. Stenographer 
Frye was sent for and this paper placed {in 
his hands todecipher. Coroner Berryman and 
Solicitor-General Pugsley were both inter. 
viewed but both deslined to say a word as 
to the nature of the evidence. The Solicitor- 
General, however, said the arrest was made 
on information believed to be strong, but 
in the interests of justice it was not advis- 
able to let the public know the nature 
of it While all the evidene>s so far 
secured is only known to the Solicitor-Gen- 
eral and Coronor Berryman, it was learned 
that the information which led to the arrost 
was placed in the hands of the coroner by a 
woman who sent for the Solicitor-General 
and on her sworn testimony the Crown 
officer within an hour ordered the arrest. 

After the arrest Detective Ring visited 
Barker's wholesale establishment and found 
boxes corresponding exuctly to the ones in 
which the candy was sent, They were used 
for fine-tooth combs and a quantity of these 
were found which looked as if they had been 
emptied out of the regular boxes. 

McDonald was for some time in the 
asylum, but was dischaged as cured in May 
last. Since then he w. nt through the heat 
and excitement of the Mayor's election and 
also of the carnival, serving as one 
of the assistant secretaries to the latter, 
He then entered his brothor-in-law’s 
wholesale department but was believed to 
havo been perfectly sane. Previous to his 
being putin thoasylum he attempted sni- 
cide in Market slip, He was about « year 
ago employed as private secretary te Mr. 
O'Shaughnessy, assistant manager of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway in Montreal, 
and was in some part of Quebec or Ontario 
during the Galt poisoned candy cases. 

C. A. Stockton has been engaged to de- 
fend MoDonald and no reporter is allowed to 
speak to him.

Vor yoars Dr, Allan, tho Scottish physi 
olan. Was suspected of being a wizard, an 
opidion which was considered all but con 
firmed when, in 1630, he provided himaclf 
with a silver watch of the regulation size 
and atyle, Chancing to stop with a neigh 
bor over night, and it being somewhat cold 
ho laid the watch near bis body and covered 
it with tho bed-quilts, so that the chilly 
woathor would not affoct the works. Next 
morning ho arose rathor abruptly and loft 
tho hoase without romoving his trensure 
froin its cosy nest in the bed. 

In fixing up the room the servant dis 
covered ‘‘the infernal chattering thiug,” 
and immediately conelitied it must be the 
old doctor’s ‘‘ famillar spirit,” conclusions 
which she hardly arrived at before she had 
fled wildly from the room 
wore cullod and the whole array aharged the 
“chattering thing” in the bed. Ulabs and 
tongs were froely used, but the case was 
strong and tho thing still chattered de- 
flantly, Onoofthe girls, more courageous 
than tho others, finally agreed that she 
would take the tonys and carry tho thing 
to the moat aud drown it, a proceeding 
fraught with danger, but at last decided 
upon. The others followed at a respectable 
distance with hoes, clubs and shovels, with 
which they proposed to pounce on the thing 
shoulil itattempt to attack the heroic girl. 
When the old doctor returned for his watch 
he was informed of what had been done, 
one of the servants leading the way to where 
the thing had been drowned. It was found 
hanging ona’ bush on the benk of the nioat. 
The failure to beat or drown the thing to 
doath fully convinced thé) servants that it 
was in reality the old wizard's spirit, and 
thoy could not be persuaded to touch it, 

Tho story is.rolated to show what rarities 
watchos must have been even at that late 
period of the soventeonth century. 

In 1769 one of the admirers of Goorge IL. 
caused to be made for thatmonarch a watch 
which was. marvel in its way, Ithada 
calendar hand which pointed to the days of 
the month and of the’ year, Instead of 
making a revolution evry month, like 
calendar watches of to-day, it took the 
whole 300 days to yet once around. The 
dial-plate was only two inches in diameter, 
thorefore the figures must have been very 
minute, otherwise the 365 oumerals could 
not have been arranged around the border, 

The annual dial-calondar, was but one of 
a number of extras with which this watch 
was provided. A movable diamond per- 
formed diprnalrovolutions as regulurly as 
did the great orb after which it was model- 
led; iteteuck hours, the half-houra and the 
quarters, while an inside dial-plate revolved 
in a manner clearly exhibiting the varia- 
tions of the seasons. - 

Tho English House of Commons, follow- 
ing 4 suggestion of Sir Isadc Newton, ap- 
pointed a committee Juno 11, 1714, with 
pewer to offer a reward of £20,000 to any 
one who would invent an accurate time- 
koeper for use at s a in determining longi- 
tude. Afier many years of labor and study 
the invention was announced as perfected. 
However, the inventor, one Jobo Harrison, 
did not receive the reward for bis labor 
until Sept. 14, 1764. 

Keylos# watches have beén known for the 
past 100 years, but not until within the 
past twenty-five have they come into general 
use. 

It would take columns to enumerate all 
the (lainty nnd wonderful little timepieces 
that have been made during the past 200 
years. They have been made no larger 
than peas, and set in rings for physicians to 
facilitate the counting of the pulse. They 
have been fixed in bracelets, broochds, eye- 
glasses, tops of umbrella-handles and even 
on thdenda of lead pencils, where they oc- 
cupy the same position as the rubber on the 
average Faber. 

In 1883 a watchmaker of Dresden ex- 
hibited a watch made entirely of paper. 
The paper was chemically prepared and the 
maker claimed that it would be as service- 
able asif made of the material ordinarily 
used, 

Tho same year, ata fair held at Worces- 
tershico, England, Crowther Bros. & Co. 
exhibited one made entirely of iron. 

An ingenious prisoner at Kariaus, Bo- 
hemia, recently constructed a watch eight 
centimeters in diameter, with no other tools 
or material except two needles, a spool of 
thread, a newspaper and some rye straw. 
Tho wheels, posts and cogs are all made of 
the ryo straw, which it is well known is 
\uite coarse and tough, It runs six hours 
Without winding and keeps good timo, It 
is now in the possession of the prefect of 
Kaciaus, who consider it the greatest mar- 
vol of the nineteenth century. 

l'ho most ingenious, perfect and complete 
wateh ever manufactured was sont out from 
the works of Patek, Phillippe & Co. of 
Genova, Switzerland, in July, 1877, and is 
now in possession of Baron Nicholas, It is 
whut is known as the full-sized “hunter.”

FOUND IN THE ARCTIC SNOW. 
A Chronometer with a History in the Navy 
Department, 

On the deck of Chief Clerk Brace, of the 
Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting, of 
the Navy Department, i¢ an ordinary ship's 
chronometer which has a very interesting 
history. When Captain Hall took the Po- 
larix to the Arctic in 1871 this chronometer 
formed part of his outfit. Hall died in the 
Polar seas, and was succeeded in command 
by Capt, Goorgo Tyson. ‘Lyson was forced 
to abandon his vessel when he got of an 
ico flow, which drifted some 1700 miles in 
the South Arctic 
Ooean, and was finally picked up and res- 
cned off Newfoundland, 
was buried in the ico ands now near New- 
man's Bay, and there it was found in 1876 
by Capt. Sie George Nares, R. N., when ho 
commanded the English polar expedition of 
that year, 

The chronometer was turned ovor by 
Nares to the British admiralty, who had 
it cleaned and placed in running order and 
then returned it to the Navy Department, 
where it will henceforth be preserved asa 
relic, It keeps good time and docs not look 
much the worse for its long sojourn beneath 
the Arctic snows.

The return of this instrament recalls the 
fact that there have been many acts of 
comity between this Government aud that 
of Great Britain relating to Arctic matters. 
Ono of our vessels discovered one of the 
ships of Sir John Franklin's expedition and 
brought it back to England. England did 
the samo thing for us oh one occasion, and 
it was not so long ago that she prevented this 
country with o vessel which went to the 
Arctic flying the American flag.—Warhing- 
ton Post. 


Ex-Empress Eugenic’s Poor Health.

Tho general te ort to the British Board 
of Trade on socidents and collisions on rail- 
ways of the United Kingdom during the 
ae 1888, shows ‘that the total number 

illedfrom all causes was 905; and the 
total number injured 3,826. Of these, 107 
killed and 1,408 injured. were passengers, 
and 396 killed and 2,193 injured were rail- 
way officers and servants. Of the passen- 
gers only 1] were killed and 594 injured 
m consequence of accidents to or 
collisions between trains ; the other casual- 
ties being attributed to yarious other causes,

The Care OF Yeast, 

All compressed yeasts, says an English 
newspaper, should be kept in a close, firm 
mass ; crumbs should be. slightly sprinkled 
with cold water and worked into a lump. 
Keep dry and cold and free from air. Air 
is good for yeast, but it promotes too rapid 
a growth when it is required to be kept. 
Like all life, when age overtakes it, decay 
soon seta\in. Do not keep in a refrigerator 
or too near the fire 
in winter ; neither freeze nor scorch. In 
hot weather damp the dried yeasts and pack 
closely in a pan or jar ; tie up and bury in 
sand or earth ; brewer's and malt-and-hop 
yeasts put in bottles, cork and serve the 
same. Paper and canvas parcels, as s00n 
as they arrive by rail or parcel post, should 
be dipped into cold water for a few seconds 
and Chen put into a cold cellar ; also, it isa 
very good plan to half fill a pan, cover with 
cold water, and then bury the pan up to the 
top ina cool corner of the garden ; put a 
board over the top.

Interesting Facts About Sea Urchins, 


Star-Fish, Hermit Crabs, Cuttle-Fish, 


and the Fishing Frog. 


Ie it not'surprising that the man of 
scionce, living in s world of wonders, 
gazing always eagerly through the mi: 
oroscope or telescope, should differ from 
the common folk whose eyes’ look out 
languidly upon life through a natural 
or corfective lens. The naturalist par- 
ticularly; amid the marvels of field, for- 
ost, swainp, and shore, finding stimulus 
every day to his worship of the great 
biystery, reverts to the feelings of child- 
hood. Hia supreme sevse of the sublime 
felt in the contemplation of the mero 
classified thousands accessible to hini 
among the infinite millions of living 
things—tho sense is never jaded. Man 
may be a proper but he is not the only 
study of mankind; and itis well for us 
now and then to be as little children 
and listen open-eyed to the schoolmaster 
telling the things we once knew but 
have forgotten. 

There Is the sea-urchin to begin with.

A Railroad Indicted, 

Sr. Paut, Oct. 10,—The Milwaukee road 
has been indicted by tho United States 
grand jury for violations of the interstate 
commerce law.

Fishing with Gill Nets, 


In consequence of a report that gill nets 
were being used freely in different portions 
of the bay, Fishery Overseor Wi kins re- 
cently paid an official visit, and found that 
gill nets had been stretched across the whole 
of the upper gap, also at Thompson's Point, 
and other places up the bay to Point Ann ; 
consequently very few whitefish were taken 
above Deseronto, Asa result of the Over- 
seer’s visit, these nets have been consider- 
ably lessened, and heavy hauls of whitefish 
have been taken. Yesterday two tons and 
over were brought to the city which were 
taken at Point Ann and at other points 
further west. Thie demonstrates conclu- 
sively the fact that ‘gill nets ought to be 
abolished, and we hope the Government will 
take the necessary atepa before next season.

ar fovwe's Fones Uneanthed by Workmes 
al Ticonderoga. 

Tnoy, N. Y,, Oct. 11.—A special dispatch 
from Ticonderoga to The Morning Telegram 
says; ‘‘ While laborers were engaged in dig- 
ging sewer iu one of the principal streets 
of this village to-day they struck a tomb- 
stone, At the bottom of it was a colfincon: 
taining the bones of a huma» being. The 
atone was washed off and was found to con: 
tain the inscription and date of death of 
Lord Howe. ‘Tho skull was intact, but the 
rest of the boues were disjointed and consid- 
erably decayed. As soon as it had beon 
learned about the villayo an injmense crowd 
of people assombled and many made des- 
perate efforts to procure pieces of the 
bones. The coffin which was of oak» 
was ina fairly good state of preservation, 
and it was with great difliculty that people 
were prevented from cutting i. to pieces for 
relics, Several years ago the street where 
the remains were found was filled in several 
feet which accounts for the depth of the 
coffin’s location, The remains will probably 
be reinterred at once in the village ceme« 
tery,” 

(Lord Howe (George Augastus Howe) wos 
born in England in 1724 and wos shot in 
battlo at Ticonderoga on July 5, 1758. Heen- 
tered the ariny at a very early age, soonrose 
todistinction end in 1757 was sent to Anorica 
incommandoftheSixticth Regiment, arriving 
at Halifax in duly of that year, He was 
transferred to the command of the 5th In- 
fantry and was promoted Brigadier-Genoral 
On July 6, 1758, under Commander-in-} 
Chief James Abercrombie, he landed at the 
outlet of Lake George. Coming suddenly 
ypon the French forces two days later at 
Fort Ticonderoga, he fell at the head of his 
corps in the ensuing skirmish, The General 
Courts of Massachusetts appropriated £250 
to his monument, which was erected in 
Weostoriuster Abboy.]

T. De Witt 
Talrnoge’s sermon inthe Brooklyn Tabernack 
this morning The text was: ‘* They 
thactedt in fairs XXVii.

“ Phey of the house of ‘Togarmah traded in 
thy fairs with horses.” Here is another 
departinent of “that World's Fair at Tyre, 
led on -by~Ezekiel tlie prophet, we find 
everything all ablaze with precious stones, 
Like _potrified.. snow are. the, corals ; 
like fragments of fallon sky are the Serta 
and here is agate a-blush with allcolors. 
It is from 


fravikincense and balm. Led on by Ezekiel 
the prophet, we come to an agricultural fair 
with « Jisplay of wheat from Minnith and 
Pannag, rich as that of our modern Dakota 
or Michigan. And here is a mineralogical 
fair, with specinions of iron and silver and 
tin and Wea Pati gold, But halt, for here 
is purple, Tyrian purple, all tints and 
shades, deep almost unto the black and 
bright almost auto the blue; waiting for 
kings and queens toworder it made into 
robos for coronation «day ; purple, not like 
that which is now made from the Orchilla 
weed,hut the -extinct purple, the lost 
purpla, thick the ancients knew -iow to 
make dtit of the gasteropod mollusks of the 
Mediterranean.- Oh, look at those casks of 
wine from Helbon} See those. snow. banks 
of wool from the back of sheep that once 
pastured in Gilead. Oh, the bewildering 
riches and variety of that world’s fair at 


Tyrol! 

Was any voyage that the world ever 
heard of crowned with such an arrival as 
thit of Columbus and his men? After they 
had been eheouraged for the last. few daye 
by flights of land birds and floating branches 
of ved berries, and while Columbus was 
dowu inthe cabin studying the sea chart, 
Martin Pinzon, standing on the deck, and 
looking to the southwest, cried ; ‘* Land! 
Land!) Land}! And -Gloria in. Excelsis 
Wis sung in raining tears on all the three 
ships offthe expedition.” Most appropriate 
and patriotic and Christian will be «.com- 
memorative World'g Fair in America in 
1892. Leaving to others: the discussion as 
to the site of such exposition—and I wonder 
not that sone five or six’ of, onr. cities are 
struguling to have it, for it will give to any 
city to which itis assigned an impulse of 
prosperity for a hotidred years—I say, leav- 
ing to others the selection of the particular 
Jocality to be thus honored, I want to say 
some things from the point of Christian pat- 


| yiotism which oughteto be said, and the 


earlier the better, th t we get thousands of 
people talking in the right direction and 
that will make healthful public opinion. I 
beg you to consider prayerfully what I feel 
called upon of God as an American citizen 
oncLas & preacher of righteousness to utter. 

My first suggestion is that it is not wise, 
as certainly it is not Christian, to continue 
this wide and persistent attempt of Ameri 
can cities to belittle and depreciate other 
cities. It has been going on for years, but

Asia and Africa to send representatives to a 
peace convention that shall be held at the 
same time and place, andthatshall establish 
an International Arbitration Commission to 
whom shall be referred all controversies 
between nation and nation, their decision to 
be final, and so all nations would be relieved 
from the expense of standing armies and 
naval equipment, war haviog been made an 
everlasting impossibility. 

All the nations of the earth worth consid- 
oration would come toit, mighty men of Eng- 
land and. Gerniany and France ai Russia and 
all the other great nationalities. Bismarck, 
who worships the Lord of Hosts, and Glad- 
stone, who worships. the God of Peace, and 
Boulanger, who worships himself, ‘The fact 
ia that the nations are sick “drinking out of 
chalices made out of human skulls and filled 
with blood. ‘Lhe United States Government 
is.the only Government in the whole world 
that esata successfully call such a congress. 
Suppose France should call it, Germany 
would ‘not come ; or Germany should call it, 
France would not come ; or Russia shouldcall 
it, Turkey wouldnotcome ; or Englandshould 
call. it, nations Jong, jealous of her over 
shadowing power in Parcs would not come, 
America, in favor of all nationalities, stand- 
ing out independent and alone, is the spot, 
and 1892 ‘will*be the time. May it please 
the President of the United States, nay it 
please _the Secretary of State, may it please 
the Cabinet, may it please the Senate and 
Housé of Representatives, may it please the 
printing presses and the churches and the 
people who lift up and put down our Ameri- 
can rulers !

A 
world's fair will bring all kinds of people, 
good and bad. ‘The goo wo must propare 
to welcome, the bad we must prepare to 
shun, ‘The attempt will be at 1802, 
as in 1876, to break up our American Sab 
bathe. That attempt was made at the 
Philadelphia contennial, but was defeated 
The American Sabbath is the beat kopt 
Sabbath on earth, We do not want it 
broken down, and substituted in the place 
thereof the Brussela Sabbath, the Vienna 
Sabbath; the St. Petersburg Sabbath or avy 
of the foreien Sabbaths, which are no Sab 
baths aball.

How- 
ever, [ learned one thing In this connec 
tion worth nrentiouing, aad that was 
that clay cating was seldom resorted to 
except in instances where their half-cul- 
tivated and small area of crops failed or 
gave oul and game became scarce, but 
as tbat condition necessarily arose an- 
nually from the natural laziness and lack 
of energy of the people, they had to fall 
back upon the only means of subsistence 
left—that of clay-cating. 

Clay-cating was not confined to the 
ercek and Jaterals over which we travel- 
ed, but appears to be acommon practice 
in other parts of the stute, It is confin- 
od, however, to the sections of country 
lylog in thé depths of the mountains ex- 
tending in a northwesterly direction to- 
ward the Virginia and Tennessee lines. 
There area number of clay-eators in 
Tennessee and also in South Carolina, 
but of late years, as railroads and im- 
provementsare advancing through the 
tmbered section, the pecullar people are 
becoming thinned out or driven into the 
fastnesses of the forests.

streots in proceasions, and establish picket, 
everywhere to prevent the children goihg 
to school, imitating the methods of the great 
dock strike.

They demand 
that caning shall be abolished, that they 
shall have no home lessons to learn, and that 
they shall be given more playtime. It is 
A mosp curious development of the strike 
business, and is a good deal of a social 
problem.

The Canary Islands are a group of vol- 
canic origin, off the west coast of . Africa.

It is triangular in shape, 
about fifty miles long by twenty-five broad 
in the widest part. e Peak is 
12,200 feet above the see.

HOW TUB PUISONKIA LOOKED, 

Mra, Whito came hrat, looking none the 
worse for hor two months’ confinement in 
jal, She was dressed in a natty suis of 
black, with a large crape hat, and loaded | 
down with jet ornaments, Her n iow | 
appeared beside herin the prisoners’ box | 
dressed much the same as he appeared at | 
the inquest six weeks ago, and seemed to 
have gained flesh during his otay in gaol, As 
he took his seat he glanced round the court

LAWYERS IN THE CASE. 

Tho acoused were defended by Mr. J, 
G, Holmes, whilst Mr, R. OC, Olute, of this 
city, conducted the prosecution, being as- 
sisted by Mr, Arthur Webb of the Oounty 
Crown Attorney's office, 

THE JURY, 

The selection of a jury proved to bo a 
somewhat difficult task, as a» number who 
were called did not appear to be anxious 
for the responsibility. A number were 
challenged by the Crown and also by the 
counsel for the acoused, During the selec- 
tion and acceptance of the jury Mra, White 
bocame decidedly nervous, and when Mr. 
Clute began his address she appeared to be 
much distressed. Her husband sat beside 
her during tho trial. 

THE CASE OPENED, 

Mr. Olute,in his opening address, pointed 
outthe rolationship that existed between 
the prisoners and the deceased, Mrs. White 
being his sistorand the boy his cousin. It 
was alioged that Mre, White, having some 
ill-feoling towards her brother, had induced 
Arthur to put poisonin his dinner o.n, 
which caused his death. From the tous of 
the Orown Attorney's address, he being so 
confident, assured and pointed, it might be 
iuferred that he at least had nod ubt re 
gardiog the verdict. When aesenting tu 
Mr, White's presenca in the court, he eail 
that he had no objection to offer, that Mr. 
White would not be called as a witness by 
the Crown, although he had made a state- 
ment before the coroner. 

Tho firat witness called was Arthur Van 
Nostrand, a surveyor, who simply swore to 
the correctness Of certain piars he had 
inade of the house on Sumach street when 
the alleged poisoning took place, and also 
the home of the prisoners. 

MRS, WHITE'S AGED MoTH!R, 

was then oalled. The old lady was the 
picture of grief. After answering a few 
preliminary questions she said she remeta- 
bered the day when her eon was brouyht 
home sick. She prepared the dinner for 
him. He took with him bread and toa. 
Her husband took with him the same tos. 
but he returned in the course of five min 

utes owing to rheumatiom. The wiccess 
and her husband used the same tea at din- 
ner. “They experienced no  ill-effeote. 
Whon her son arrived home he was very 
sick, ‘Tho can was produced and identified. 
The witness went on then to describe the 
condition of her son when he arrived home. 
He seemed to be suffering inwardly and was 
vomitiog. Three doctors were in attendance, 
Mrs, White, the prisoner, was also in attend 

ance. It was she who went for Dr. Britton 
to Little York, and returned in the company 
of one Woodruff. Mra, White called on the 
witness about 12:30 on the day her son tok 
ill. The witness, being cross-examined by 
Mr. Holmes, testified that the deceased and 
Mra. White were friendly towards each oth- 
or. The witness then in tears and treniu- 
lous tones described her son's dying 10- 
ments, She thought he would have asked 
for Jessio Hamilton, his betrothed, but on 
being asked if he wanted to see any one, ho 
said, ‘* Mother, | am all right.” The pris- 
oner was arrested at the witness’ house. 
They both slept together that night. ‘Jes 

sio Hamilton and my daughter,” continued 
the witness, ‘were and are on good terms," 

Oross examined by Crown Counsel Clute. 
—*‘‘Jeasie Hamilton and Mra. White were 
not good frieads at New Year's. The ill- 
feeliog continued for two weeks. There 
were some things we did not like ; Ldid not 
know whether or not Jessie and my sn 
James were engaged at that time,” 

John Hicks, the father of the priso: or, 
was the next witness. He corroborated his 
wifo’s evidence regarding the incidents of 
the morning when he and his son had 
breakfast together and his own return home, 
His son left him enjoying good health, He 
had no knowledge of anything getting tuto 
his son's can before leaving home. He drauk 
the same tea at dinner time, When Artlur 
Hicks gave him the pail after arriving hove 
with the deceased, he (the witness) noti-vd 
some sediment in it, He spoke to his son 
about it, and got the reply, ‘‘ I don't know 
what it is. Some say it is lime, some that 
it is plaster of Paris, and some thab it is 
Rough on Rats.” 

Charles Cole and his wife, Mary Cole, 
testified that the deceased Jeft his dinner 
pail at their place on the morving of the 
murder, but that the deceased took it away 
to the building where he was working. 

WHO WAS THE STRANGER 

The followed John Oarpenter, of Bind 
ford, who stated that on the morning of the 
murder he had seen the prisoner, Arthur 
Hicks, bending over the deceased witli a 
powder io his hand, aud when the witivss 
asked him what was the matter, he ssid : 

“Someone put some of this powder iu 
uncle's tea and it has made him sick,” 

ARTHUR HANDED WIGGINS THE POWDER, 

Arthur Wiggins, a plasterer, was th n 
called. He had been working upon the 
building at Sumach street, and worked 
there the day that Hicks died, “lL metth 
prisoner, Arthur Hicks, at the house on 
Sumach street about nineo'clock on (he 
morpiog that his uncle died. He cailii me 
into the kitchen and said ho could show wwe 
some powder like that which killed his un 
cle. He did show mo some powder, and | 
placed it in a paper and afterwards turved 
it over to Constable Hodge, 

Tho court at this point adjourned until 
7 p.m. At the evening session, evidence 
was given by Detective Slemin. He told 
substantidily the same story as that given 
Coroner Johnson, and went on to say that 
whon he arcested Arthur Hioks the prisoner 
stoutly denied that he had held & package 
of poison in his hand whilo leaning overthe | 
aick man in the shed, as related by John 
Carpenter. Tho dotwctive admitted that 
ho boy had told him of some of tho “atull 
being hid in o wo dpile, Slemin stared 
that ho had became suspioious of your K 
Hicks because ho haddisoovered the poison 
on the floor of the Sumach street house, | 
he floor being very dirty and covered with 
lime and dust. Whou searching the house | 
of tho deceased Mrs, White followed him | 
and made serious objection to his soarc, | 
telling him several times that be was tov 

flicious,

THE LATEST FROM LONDON, 


Threatened Avalanche of Lawsults—A Long 
Account to be Settled, 

Loxpon, Oct. 17.—Joseph Chamberlain, 
writing to a correspondent, declares that 
the time will come whén the Government 
will give proofs of its readiness to propose a 
nubatitute for Mr. Gladstono’s rojected bills 
in relation to reformsjin the government of 
Ireland. 

All sorta of disasters have been confident- 
ly predicted aa the result of the county 
council's sway in London, and it is useless 
to deny that in other quarters than the 
ultra Conservatives a great doal of anxiety 
is felt os to, the issue of somo of the 
measures proposed, and others which it is 
confidently asserted are boing considered. 
The Marquis of Salisbury, among others, 
stoutly opposed ‘the creation of the body, 
and his offorta to deprive it of its power for 
mischief may. yot effect. serious rosdlts, 
especially if ho iwafded by the council itself 
by such unpopular measures as the closing 
of places of amusement bécause some of 
the female habitues are not all that could 
be desired. Great real estate ownors like 
the Duke of Wostminster are opposing with 
all tho moans in their power improvements 
inyolving the sequestration of ground in the 


heart of the city for widening the streets”

A SEPTUAGENARIAN'S ROMANCE.

Haminton, Oct. 17.—Engineer Jounings 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway met the 
Railway Committee of the City Council hore 
yesterday afternoon at 4,30 and presented 
for approval his plan for a route through 
the city. Tho route runs frou west to east, 
tunnelling at the western entrance under 
tho cometery, and running tience direct 
east near the heart of the city. After some 
discussion the committee adjourned to mect 
this oyening, when they will discuss the 
plans of the Toronto, Hamilton and Bullalo 
aud also the G.P.R. 

Senator Sanford returned yesterday morn- 
ing from atrip to the Northwest. He says 
the Canadian Pacific Railway is doing an 
quormous passenger The passon- 
gers are largely composed of colonists. It 
is roughly ostimated that the emigration 
this year will reach 12,000 or 14,000, made 
up largely of a much better class; tliat is, 
practical farmers of some means. The yield 
of wheat is being threshed out, and proves 
tobe a much heavier crop than was ex- 
pected, giving n fair average ‘to the acre, 
On the line of the Manitoba and Northwest- 
ern the yield has been unusually largo, some 
partios threshing as high as froin 40 to 47 
bushels, A farmer residing within two 
miles of Westbourne paid $19 an acre for 
160 acres, One hundred and forty acres 
were town in wheat. He harvested his 
firat crop this fall, from which he will 
realize an amount more than enough to pay 
for his farm and a portion of his improve- 
monts. There isu vory general feoling of

WHEN THE POPE MOVES, 


A Clover Frenehman’s Kea of What WIL 
Surely Vollow. 

Pants, Oct. 18,—The views which aro 
held by Frenchmen concerning the future 
of the papacy are specially important abt 
this juncturo, because there aro many hore 
who are capable of forming a clear and 
unbiased opinion, and who look upon the 
Italian situation at particularly close 
quarters, and with a more independent 
spirit than is possib’e in Germany, Spain 
or Italy. Tho outlook according to these 
observers, is anything but promising for 
the church of Rome. 

One of the most important opinions thus 
far expressed is that of Ernest Kenan, 
who, whatever his character in relation to 
religion in general, isan acute observer of 
gurrent affairs of ecclesiastical interest. 
Tn an interviow on this subject he said that 
he considers that the ultimate departure of 
the Pope from Rome is inevitable, but that 
the status quo will be maintained as long as 
possible, Tho reason he gives for the 
delay of the abandonment of the Eternal 


such a step would be the signal for the 
breaking up of the hold which the papacy 
has upon tho Roman Catholic world, and 
that the certain result would be tho 
springing up of schisms in the churches. 
Italy, says Renan, won't indorse the idea 
ot receiving directions from a Pope dwolling 
abroad, and tho fealty of the Italians 
will soon weaken and die out when tho 
suprome pontiff is no longer one of our- 
solvos, and the old traditions of the vatican 
have ceased to be a present fact, The 
Italian Romanists would, in this predica- 
ee sooner or Iater clect an Italian Pope, 


resident in Italy and one of their own 
people. Then would come the great catas- 
trophe, for, following the example of Italy, 
every Roman Catholic country would want 
its own Pope and the church would be split 
into many factions, The local nationa’ 
divisions might be followed by others based 
on doctrinal or administrative differences, 
and the tremendous anti-evangelical ma- 
chinery of tho Romish church would be a 
thing of the past. Cardinal Lavigerie, 
with whom also on interview on these mat« 
ters is reported, was asked especially con- 
cerning the possibility of electing a French- 
man to succeed Loo XIII He expressed

HONORING ARCHBISHOP CLEARY 


His Grace Presented With Three Ad- 
dresses at St, Micbael’s, 


A Large Congregation Present. 

His Grace Archbishop Cleary, on Wed 
nesday, dedicated the new Roman Catholic 
seneee at Tweed. The members of the St. 
Michael's church in this city having received 
intimation that he would be in the city last 
night, made preparations to give him a 
hearty welcome upon this his first visit to 
this city since occupying his present digni 
fied position. Accordingly an archway pro- 
fusely decorated with evergreens and mottoes 
was erected in front of the edifice, leading 
from the main door to the sidewalk. Tho 
grounds of Mgr, Farrelly were also taste- 
fully decorated, and when lit up in the even- 
ing with Chinese lanterns, presented an an- 
imated appearance, 

It having been announced that His 
Grace would make a short visit at Oanifton 
on his journey from Tweed, to the city, 4 
large number drove to the village for the 
purpose of escorting him here. Capt. 
Powers had on atch erected in front of his 
hotel, which was. liborally covered with 
evergreens, flags and buntiag also adorned 
the premises, Beneath the arch was hung 
aline of Chinese lanterns, which, when 
darkness came on were lit and the windows 
wore also illuminated, the whole making a 
pleasant appearance. A fow of the vehic 
lew drove out as far as Thrasher’s Oornere 
to meet the carriage conveying the dis 
tinguished gentleman, who was accompan: 
ied by Monsignor Farrelly and other priests. 
Canifton was reached at about seven o’- 
clock and when the hotel was reached the 
appearance of the Archbishop and his es- 
cort was the signal for loud cheering, the 
firing off of cannons and the ringing of 
bells. After a few minutes stay, the trip 
to the city was begun. Upon tho arrival 
of the party at their destination, the Arch- 
bishop waa taken into the Presbytery near 
by, the Oddfellows’ band being upon the 
groundin the meantimo discouraed some 
suitable selection. A procession was 
shortly after formed at the Presbytery and 
escorted His Graco to the church, being 
led by altar boys dressed in red and white 
surplices followed by a number of pricsts, 
behind whom was His Grace. On either 
side of the centre aisle of the church were 
placed s row of little girls who wore covered 
with white veils,fand between whom the pro- 
cession passed to the altar. The altar was 
beautifully decorated with flowers, and lit 
up with numerous candles, which made an 
imposing scone, After the rendering of 
prayers, the Archbishop was presented 
with three addresses. 

The first was from the girls of St. 
Michael’s church and was read by Miss 
O'Donohue. The next presentod was from 
the boys of the Separate schools and waa 
read by Master James Quinn, Both of 
these addresses compliconted His Graco 
upon his recent olevation to tho Arch- 
bishopric. 

In reply His Grace admoni:ed them to 
grow up good childron, to be modest, truth- 
ful and obedient. He also admonished 
them to be true to the church and in con- 
clusion ho asked the blessing of God upon 
the children of St. Michael's church.

As 
far as the eye can see a vast plain, sceming- 
ly without borders and knowing no confines, 
with hero and thero an alkali waste (a large 
tract of territory of whitish color,) and at 
rare intervals a river of considerable size, the 
most important being the south branch of the 
Saskatchewan. Intervening the two places 
Mm ntioned aremany towns of importance, 
affording the sightseer ever-changing scenes 
of interest. Often of quaint names as 
Moosejaw and Medicine Hat, they awaken 
curiosity as to the origin of such appella- 
tions, and the appropriateness and applica- 
tion thereof.

A NOTABLE VICTURY. 


The [parliamentary election which took 
place in the county of Richelieu, Quebec, 
on Friday last, was of considerable import- 
ance for several reasons, chief amongst 
which were that it was the first contest, in 
a fairly debateable constituency, since 
the elevation of Mr. Laurier to the Liberal 
leadership, and a fair toat of the policy 
of Unrestricted Reciprocity in a rural con- 
stituency, in which the French Canadian 
element largely predominates. 


The contest was a bitter one and was 
very ably fought on both sides. Mr. 
Laurier took the fieldon behalf of his party, 
and Mr. Chapleau championed the Conser- 
vative cause, and tho issue was of the most 
pronounced character—a contest as to 
principle rather than as to poraons; for al- 
though the candidates wore well known, 
popular and able men, their personality 
was lost sight of and the struggle became 
virtually, a test between the policy of the 
Government and that of their opponents. 

The verdict which was givon by the 
people was one that cannot by any poasibil- 
ity be misinterpreted, namely, an increase 
in the Conservative majority, from 58 a

Bilitiard Balls ace Weather Propboter, 

“T can always tell when it is going to 
rain holfm day ahead of any chango in fair 
weathor,” said Ohampion George Slosson, 
as he was knocking around billiard balls in 
the Columbia Rooms recently. 

“How's that?’ asked a 
gotting interested directly. 

‘Why, thero isn't « better barometer in 
oxistouce than an ivory billiard ball or o 
good billiard cue,” said the billiard expert; 
‘they aro better than a favorite corn.” 

**How d'ye tell 7” 

“A ball always rolls slow and with diffi- 
ocuity over the cloth when it is going to rein. 
Ivory is so sensitive to changes of tempera- 
ture, particularly from dry to moist, that 
tho effect is felt almost instantaneously, 
The cue will got cranky too, when there 
is going to bea change, long before the 
dampness is perceptible in any other way. 
Another peculiarity of the ivory globes 
is their tendency to become egg shap- 
ed.

Attho onset he referred to the loose 
manner in which druggists tro allowed to 
sell auch poisons as ‘Rough on Rats,” aud 
pointed out thatit weuld be well if drug 
gists were compelled to register «sale in 
the same way as is done with other poisons, 
Ifa man buy three grains of arsenic ho is 
compelled to sign for it, but he can buy 
160 grains in the shape of a box of **Rouch 
on Rats.” He went thoroughly over the 
evidence and pointed out the salient points, 
The evidence of Mra, Norton, he said, was 
of great importance. Counsel had argued, 
and rightly, that from the condition the 
was in when sho heard the 
between the boy and Mrs. White, re.

MR. ROSS ‘COMES DOWN.” 


Evidence of the untruthfulness of the 
statements made by the Minister of Educa- 
tion as to the public schools in the French 
districts of the Province, and of the effect 
iveness of Opposition criticism on the state 
of affairs alleged by them and denied by 
Mr. Ross, is furnished by tho issue of a set 
of instructions issued by the Minister of 
Education to teachers and trustees of those 
schools in which French and German have 
been taught in different parts of this Prov- 
ince. We dvail ourselves of a summary of 
the officlal dooument which is published in 
the Globe. 

The subjects dealt with in the ciroular are 
(1) text books; (2) the training of teachers; 
(3) methods of teaching; (4) the use of the 
English language, and (5) religious instruc- 
tion. Taking the last first, the Minister 
quotes the regulations on the subject, and 
forbids the use of denominational emblems 
in the Public Schools during school hours. 
Perhaps the most important provision con- 
tained in the regulations are those number- 
ed 8 and 206. Taken together, they (1) 
permit Boards of Trustees to shorten the 
ordinary school dsy for purpose of 
devoting part of it to religious inatruc- 
tion; (2) authorize the clergy of any denom- 
ination, or their representatives, to claim 
the right to give auch religious instruction 
to pupils of their own denomination at 
least once a week in each school house, and 
(3) empower Boards of Trustees to make such 
arrangements amongat the various denomi- 
nations as will enablo all to be accommoda- 
ted to the best advantage. 


The Minister directs that all unauthoriz- 
ed books be removed at once from the 
schools ; that the uso of all horetofore au- 
thorized be continued only till the close of 
next year; andthat after that date all 
schools must use only those mentioned in 
the instructions. There aro three English- 
French readors, tho first being divided into 
two parts, like the English Firat Reader ; 
and there is a book which may bo used al- 
ternately with the English Fourth Reader, 
and which purports to deal with great mod- 
ern inventions. Schools aro not compelled 
to use bi-lingual readers, Thoy can still 
use only the Ontario readers, 


The provision made for tho better train- 
ing of French teachers, both professionally 
and non-professionally, is fully described. 
A few weeks ago a successful institute was 
held for several days in the interests of the 
teachers of Prescott and Russell, the con- 
ductors of it being pedagogical exports of 
well-known ability and reputation. Tho 
circular announces that similar {institutes 
will be held annually, each lasting a wook, 

Provision is to bo made of special train- 
ing for those who are proparing to enter 
the profession tor counties whore there is a 
scarcity of teachers qualified to teach in 
the English language—the Model School 
will give two sessions a yoar instead of one, 
and will give non-professional as well a, 
professional training. And, while thore 
will be special examinations to test candi- 
dates’ knowledge of French, it is provided 
“that the final oxamination for certificates 
“shall be conducted in the Moglish lan- 
‘guage. Henceforth, thorefore, no can- 
didate will be allowed to enter tho teach- 
ing profession or take charge of @ schoo) 
who cannot both teach English and teach 
in English.

The 
political relations of the court of Oporto 
must now be'a littl: wixed, for while tho 
new king is the son-in-law of the Comte do 
Paris, and brother-in-law of the Due 
d’Orloans, be is also very closely connected 
by marriage with Prince Viotor Napoleon 
arid his dynasty. [tis scarcely to be won- 
dered at thatthe late king should have re- 
garded the death of his brother, tho Dake 
of Coimbra, from fever as a sinister omen, 
and that that event should have prejudicial- 
ly affected his own prospects of recovery. 
In November, 1861, his brother, Prince 
FerJinand, was seized with typhoid fever 
and died in loss thana week. King Dom 
Podro was noxtat tackodand also sucoumbed, 
Another brother, Prince John Boja, was 
visiting Windsor at the time with the king 
just deceased, then the Duke of Oporto, 
They burried home, but Duke Beja was im- 
mediately taken ill with fever and died on 
Dec. 22. Inthe meantime the Prince Con- 
sort, who had loyed the King of Portugal 
with an affection aliost paternal, had been 
stridkot With the same fatal disorder, and 
died on Doc, 14. 

Frenvli néWspapers have started an ab- 
romance about serious differences 
which,-itis- alleged,-have-arisen -between 
Empress [Frederick ahd Prince Bismarck, 
in con equence of the chancellor having 
interfrred to ‘prevent the betrothal of 
Prince Murgaret of Prussia to Prince Chris.

THE COOKING CLOCK. 


A Picco of Purniture That ts Siade (o 
Serve Several Useful Purposes, 

‘The latest achievement in portable double 
action furniture is the cooking clock, It is 
made of white wood, stained cherry and is 
constructed after the style of the old fash 
ioned grandfather's glock, The lower part 
of this mighty engme of domestic economy 
contains a gasoline stove, which, whon in use, 
is pulled out like a drawer from ita resting 
rlace. Below tho stove is a receptacle for 
Fitched ware, While above isu china closet 
containing four shelves. Above all this is 
perched a calendar clock, back of which is 
attached a gasoline Vapor tank, which is 
couneeted with the stove by a pipe con 
cealed behind the case, ‘To the left, and 
fitted securely to one side of the case, is an 
Argand burner supplied with gas generated 
by the gasoline vapor tank above mentioned, 
When cooking is in’ progress the woodwork 
of the stove-clock is protected by a sheet of 
asbestos paper, whioh is placed back of the 
stove. When the stove, china closet, ote., 
are not in use they are pushed back into the 
case, the front of w hick is decorated with a 
handsome mirror. Besides this multiplicity 
of useful combinations the ingenious inventor 
has found room within the rnowgical case for 
awriting deak ands drawer for writing 
materials, —New York Star. 


Maurice Sand. 


Maurice Sand, son of the famous novelist, 
George Sand, and who has just been borne to 
his grave at Nohaut, will be remembered in 
the United States as oncof the companions of 
Prince Napoleon (Jerome) on the occasion of 
the latter's visit toAmericain 1866, Hespent 
several days in Washington with the prince, 
and on his return to his picturesque oliatpatl 
at Nohaut, published an account of the trip 
under the title of “* Six Thousand Leagues 
at Full Steam.” Born in 1823, he has joined 
the “‘great majority” without leaving behind 
him a single enemy or detractor, Although 
educated byhis mother and passionately de 
yoted to her, his career was unmarked by any 
of those irregularities which constituted so 
notable a feature of George Sand’s stormy 
life. Married in 1862 to the beautiful daughter 
of the famous Italian engraver, his domestic 
happiness was unclouded until the day of 
his death. Twenty-five years ago he was 
severely wounded while engaged in saving 
life at @ fire, and was decorated by Napoleon 
ILL. for the great gallantry which he dis- 
Played on that occasion. A prolific writer 
aud a painter of nee Ry talent, he 
leaves numerous works, both of pen and 
brush.—New York Tribune.

“THE BLOOD JS THE LIFE.” 


A German Suppites Twelve Ounces of Ris 
Blood To Save a Life. 

New York, Oct, 24.—Morris A. Redding, 
the painter who was nearly killed by inhal- 
ing illuminating gas, is slowly recovering: 
He was confined in the ‘‘ cage” in Bellevue 
hospital, where he is held ona charge of 
attempted suicide, while the body of his 
room-mate lay helpless in the morgue. If 
Redding recovers and escapes tho punish. 
ment of the law he will owe his good fortune 
to the skilful treatment of the Bellevue 
physicians and to Henry Von der Leith, a 
brawny German, Who to save Redding from 
dying, offered to undergo the operation by 
which the blood of one person is introduced 
into the veins of another in order to increase 
pulsation and revive the patient. 

Redding is en artist, 30 years of ago, and 
resided at 236 Kast Thirty-fourth-street. A 
pocketbook-maker named Pfeiffer, about 35, 
Was hisroom-mate. Both men entered their 
room Saturday evening and it is supposed 
retired about 11 o'clock, At 8 o'clock Sun- 
day morning the landlady’s attention was 
called by another lodger to the smoll of gas 
in the front room. She tried the door, but 
it was locked. A lodger broke the lock, 
but upon opening the door there was a 
stifling puff of gas. The blinds were closed 
and the room wasin darkness. The dead 
body of Pfeiffor was discovered lying on the 
Redding lay across the bed breathing 
faintly. The police were notified and had 
Redding removed to the hospital. Pfeiffer 
had been dead several bours, avd was taken 
to the morgue. Drs. Cummings and Rod. 
riguez went to work on Redding, and after 
having exhausted all other means, concluded 
that his life could only be saved by transfu- 
sion of blood. 

Dr. Cummings ontered ward 25, and when 
he explained the urgency of the case Henry 
Von der Leith volunteered to undergo the 
operation “if nothing else will save him and 
he'll die without it." Von der Leith was 
Iaid upon a bed noar the dying man. His 
right arm was bared and stout ligatures 
were bound around it above the elbow 
causing the veins to swell .

ed for far away India. Tle is fluent and 
interesting in conversation, being quite 
a wit in his way, and poagsesses a large 
fund of entertaining stories of life in the 
orient. 

Diuting his sojourn abroad he has 
had the opportunity of studying the 
various phases of Hindoo life from the 
high rulers of the land to the humblest 
native, 

“I bolieve in giving every man his 
Just dues,” anid the bishop, “whether he 
be prince or pauper, Christian or heatli- 
ep. With the facilites of the present 
day for carrying on research in foreign 
landsit seems tO we that fuller and 
more accurate reports should be made 
of whut is keen and heard. During my 
stay in India [ was frequently ino re- 
ceipt of books, papers, and magazines 
from home, many of which contained 
what purported to be stories of life in 
India. ‘ 

“To say that I was amuzed at the lack 
of truth and meagerness of detail in 
those articles would but feobly express 
my opivion on the subject. In all the 
articles there was something lacking; 
but the most glaring omissions were 
made in stories of native Lindoo jug- 
glery. By comparing my personal ex 
perience with the published accounts 7 
can truthfully say that the Hindoo jug- 
gler is the most grossly misrepresented 
human being on the face of the carth. 
The writer was either sadly lacking in 
descriptive power or be failed to give 


the poor Hindoo the benefit of truth, 


The conjuring feats described would do 
very well for a bungling apprentice jug- 
to 


gler, but they don't do justice the 


journeyman juggler of India.

“It wasmy good fortune to witness 
one performance in this line which will 
give you n faint idea of whut the Hin- 
doo can do. Along about the first of 
last April two other missionaries and 
myself stopped at the home of a triend 
on the outskirts of Delhi.

The course of the Mowat Government in 
regard to the erection of new parliamentary 
and departmental buildings at Toronto has 
been remarkable for deception and extra- 
vagance. As is pointed out by a contem- 
porary, the first appropriation for the erec- 
tion of the now Parliament buildings was 
asked from the Legislature in 1880. The 
House was then assured that $500,000 
would be softicient, and that sum was 
voted. Plans were prepared, but it was 
found that the appropriation would not be 
sufficient to carryout the plans, The 
House was therefore asked to increase the 
appropriation, and in 1885 the vote was 
increased b0 per cent., making it $750,000. 
Mr. Fraser, the Commissioner of Public 
Works, assured the House that this sum 
would not be exceeded, as many members 
wore doubtful of the wisdom of expending 
such an amount. However, the money 
was voted on Mr, Frasor’s assurance 
given on behalf of the Government, and 
during the election which followed tho 
poople were told that $750,000 would be 
the limit of the expouditure. 

After receiving plans from Canadian 
architects, which were rejected on the ad- 
vice of an architect from the United States, 
the American architect who had acted as 
judge of the Canadian plans, was given the 
remunerative work of preparing plans and 
acting as architect for the buildings. Under 
these plans the contract for the foundation 
end walls was let, the price being about the 
amount voted for the whole building. 
This became known shortly before the 
election, but the people were told by friends 
of the Government, acting on the policy of 
deception, that the Government would hold 
the expenditure down to about the figures 
named in the appropriation. This promise 
was, after the action of the Government, 
impossible of fulfilment, and now, with the 
record of the Government's promise stand. 
ing in its own files, the Globe treated as a 
joke the admitted fact that the expenditure 
will be two or three times the sum voted 
by the Legislature, But the people whose 
money will be used to pay the piper will 
scarcely consider ita joke.

TURE’'S OWN INVENTION, 
A Mothod of Reading Her Strange Seorot 


Writings Discoveroal by « Gentionan ia 
London, 


To know forty-cluht hours in advance 
exactly what sort of weather is coming 
would, everyone must admit, be a 
convenience, A geuticman pow in Lon- 
don, Prof, Nowack by num:, claims to 
have solved this problem. He says that 
he can tell with unerring accuracy not 
only the weather which will be experi- 
enced in a given locality, but that which 
will prevail within a radius of fifty 
miles, oOreven at & much greater dls- 
tance, His mothod of dolng this differs 
entirely from that employed by “Prof.’’ 
Wiggins, ‘Prof."’ Vennor, or any previ- 
ous weather prophet, if, indoed, they 
had any mothod, ond also fs totally dif- 


ureat 


ferent from any mons utilized by the 
meteorological office, Prof. Nowack 


herself foretells what 
sort of weather preparing, and 
that he has discovered jhe key of the 
cipher in which her revelation is made. 
In other words, he relies for the In- 
formation upon a plant which fa pecul- 
larly susceptible to atmospheric changes. 

There are numerous plants, particular- 
ly in the tropics, na is well known, says 
the London //erald, which are thus af- 
fected to a greater 
or less extent by 
changes in atmos- 
pleric conditions.

“Tt was several years ago,” said Prof. 
Nowack, “that I first got the idea that 
the changes which this plant exhibits 
indicate what kind of weather is forth- 
coming. I began to keep an accurate 
record of the plant’s changes and also of 
the weather, I kept this up for many 
months and constautly compared the 
two records, I finally discovered that 


like changes exhibited by the plant were 
almost invariably followed by the same 
sort of weather about forty-eight hours 
afterward. 


® (Changeal 


“T 4ave found that in order that the 
indications may be accurate, such ng 
one can rely upon, the plant should be 
kept at a uniform temperature of 22 de- 
grees centigrade, be shielded from the 
sun, and be allowed always to stand in 
that snme position. The rays of the 
sun affect the plant and render the indi- 
cations of the atmospheric conditiofsa 
more or less confusing. 

“It ls important to keep the plant in 
an unchanged position because it has 
the peculinrity of growing its twigs to- 
ward the torth, south, east, and west in 
twos and opposite each other. If the 
plant be turned partially round the twig 
will gradually bend toward their respec- 
tive cardinal points of the compass, 
and if itis leftso the new twigs will 
grow from the four sides of the stem as 
nama.” 

Prof. Nowack has several forms of ap: 
paratus for the protection of his plant- 
prophets, one of the plainost of which ia 


shown in the cut He has prepared aa 
many os fifty dingrams, showing differ 
ent positions which the leaves and twigs 
of the plant assume at timos, and indi- 


cated the atmospheric conditions which, 
he says, each one shows. If tho leaves 
stand npward from the twig, making 
with cach other an angle of 45 dogrees, 
the sky will bo cloudless and the weath 


er beautiful in all reapects If thoy 
stand out straight at an angle of 180 de 
grees changeable weather ia indicated, 
A tho loaves droop below the twig the 
indications rouge toward rain until, 
When the leaves bang straight down 
ward, tho water may be expected to fall 
almost in torrents. A local storm is in 
dicuted by curling together of the leavos, 
and a fox by a bending of the twigs.

Hoe anys that testa of the plant's 
power have been conducted before the 
emperor, the late Crown Prince Rudolph, 
and many dignitaries and sclentific mon, 
who have expressed their bigh apprecia- 
tion of the discovery Hlis ambition Is 
to establish plant conservatories at vari- 
ous points in London and outside and 
furnish regular weather prognostications 
to the press and Avy persons to whom 
they would be valnable.

ALL SORTS OF TITEKM, 

Thore is really vyory little difference, so 
far as wholosomeness is concerned, between 
the few thousand vegetable cells, called 
bacteria, which may be clinging to the sur- 
face of a grape, and a few hundred vegetable 
cells of largor size of which the grape itself 
is composed.

which are commonly present in milk is one 
which causes it to becom: sour when left to 
itself. Other forms of bacteria develop those 
peculiar chemical compounds which give to 
cheese its special aud varying flavors. Itis, 
in fact, a vory motley group of chemical 
substances which these bacteria set free in 
feeding thomselves on nature's waste organic 
materials. Sometimes they are very bad 
smelling gases, sometimes aromatic aub- 


} stances, sometimes they are sweet, some- 


times they are sour. But sooner or later 
they are used by somo animal or plant, and 
so again enter the domain of life. Thus ever 
in ceaseless alternat ons between life and 
death these elemental combinations come 
and go, And ever since life emerged from 
the primal simple forms on the earth, the 
bacteria have silently gone on tearing the 
worn-out and useless to pieces and turning 
it over in new combination to other forms 
of life, 


THE BLEEDING HOST. 


On tho artificial cultivation of bacteria 
and its many curiosities we haye not the 
space to dwell. One interesting reference 
must suffice. The miracle of the bleeding 
host has appeared again and again in the 
hands of the priestly defenders of the faith 
asa most potent evidence of divine inter 
vention with the affairs of men, The conse- 
crated water placed over night in the moist 
and bacteria laden air of the church edifice, 
would in the morning be found besprinkled 
with bright red drops. What could it be 
but blood? No human hand could have 
come near the place, and so what else could 
be believed but that it was from the hand 
of God? It was one of those early miracles 
in which both priest and laymen could 
alike share in believing with perfect hon- 
esty. The divine finger poinfed, but to 
what, it was tho office of the priest to say. 
How many lives were sacrificed and homes 
destroyed through that most honest of eccle- 
siastical delusions, the miracle of the bleed- 
ing host, it were useless now even to con- 
jecture, ‘* To-day,” says Dr. Prudden, ‘we 
cultivate in our tubes the tiny bacteria 
Wich growing in masses, made the drops 
of blood, and the last elements of romance 
and tragedy seen) to disappear from the 
story a8 we name them—Bacillus prodigi- 
osus.””

One of the great secrets of his suc 
cees fs that he is a personal total abstainor 
and he uses his influence and authority to 
make his men abstaipers. In a recent 
address he said that the amount of crime 
in the army in Jndia corresponded with the 
quantity of liquor consumed. If the sol 
dicrs were to be moral and good, that 
wish could only be accomplished by regu- 
lations enforcing abstinence from alco- 
holie liquors, The authorities used to 
educate soldiers to drink by serving round 
to them spirits with their rations, but that 
regulation had been abolished; he was 
glad to tell them that since its abolition 
dcunkenness and ite concomitant crime had 
become yearly less amongst the rank and 
tile of the British army. 


Our Worst Foe, 

The late Duke of Albany, the Queen's 
sou, made a public speech not long before 
his death in which he remarked that ‘*In- 
temperance is the only foe that England 
dreads.” Another royal personage, the 
Duke of Connaught, in referring to the

time till his deeth no one ever saw him 
taste any sort of intoxicating liquor.

When this is done the con 
nection of the Canadian Pacific with tho 
Gulf of California will be complete. Somo- 
thing, too, goes to the completion and 
equipment of the Atlantic and North-West 
line.

The 
stranger grumbled, but got into the buggy 
and drove north, or in the direction of 
Conklin’s house, where Dr, Cronin lived, 
The strangee wore a light colored or faded 
overcoat and ao small, soft round hat, the 
latter turned down over his eyea. The man 
had « week or ten days’ beard on his face, 
of « sandy color, shading to dark at the 
lower part.

WELDON’S BILL NOT IN VAIN. 


Iftt Ensares u Better Extradition Treaty— 
A New York Paper's Opinion, 

New York, Oct, 28.—Tho ‘Tribune has an 
editorial articlé on the oxtradition treaty 
negotiations between the United States and 
Great Britain. Transpiring events lead ft 
to think that the passage of the Weldon Act 
by the Dominion Government is having an 
effect on the diplomatic interchange between 
the two great powers. An inference ‘is 
drawn from Sir Julian Paunosfote’s recent 
visit to England to’ the effect that a new 
extradition treaty is under negotiation, and 
that notice of its early ratification might bg 
aréason Why the Govenor-General’s procla- 
metion of the Weldon Act is withheld. 

The Tribune says that the most’ reason- 
able explanation that can bo offered of tho 
abroupt resumption of diplomatic correspon- 
dence on the question is the embarrassmont 
ontised by the passage of the Weldon Act 
by the Canadian Parliament The British 
Government was placed in an oxceedingly 
awkward position. It could not sanction 
that Act without abrogating the Imporia) 
prerogatives of the Crown, and submitting 
to the exerolse of treaty-making functions 
by « dependent confederation of provinces ; 
and, on the other hand, it could not dis- 
allow legislation designed as a substitute for 
treaty engagomonts without exciting pro- 
judice and resontmontin Canada, The only 
practical method of avoiding cither horn of 
the dilemma was the prompt negotiation of

THEIR SHORTCOMINGS DIFFER FROM 
THE FAULTS OF MEN, 
Why Some Women are Subile—Marrict 


Prescott Spofford Disputes the Truth of

and Often Quoted—Woman's Progress 


For me to say that women have no sing 


that are notshared by men, that there are 
no distinctivoly feminine sins, is but to de 
clare a platitude. Without doubt the sins 
of women are the sing of humanity; thore 


4ro none so peculiar to themselves as to de- 
sorve mention; and they differ from the sins 
of mon in being of minor degree. 
“Woman is the lessee man, and all her mo- 
tions matched with mine 
Are as moonlight unte sunlight and as water 
unto wine,” 
says one of the men in splenetic mood ; but 
80 faras fact has anything todo with his 
lines, it is in reference to ber sins only that 
she is the lessor man, since they are in gen- 
oral a8 much slighter than hor brother's sins 
as her body is woaker aud her toptations 
smaller, . For indeod, if the sins of women 
are genorally less, their virtues are gonerally 
groater than thosyof the other half of hu- 
manity, and there is every reason why they 
should be in their nature, their education 
and their seolusion. 

Lf, according to the new thoory, woman is 
the race and man the variation, woman 
should be the conserver of the virtue of the 
race; and certainly nothing bonds more 
strongly to this than tho urgency of the 
duties of motherhood and tho tenderness 
that mothorhood evokes, 

The baby docs not go alone before 
sho is nursing and loving another baby in 
her doll; any two little girls in thostreot will 
haye theirarms about each other's shoul- 
dora; the boys ofa fam ly are off at their 
play when the girls are at home helping 
thoir mother; the son Inarries when be will, 
the girl as frequently lets love go by because 
the old parents need her; and she is not 
praised forany of it; no one expects it to be 
otherwise; duty, kindnoss, love, and sacri- 
fice are recognized to be parts of her person: 
ality, and she would not be hers. If if she did 
differently. 

Were woman ont in the world as her 
brothor is she might by possibility lose much 
that now seems hors by right, although she 
might gain in breadth of view and in large 
nobility. It is close upon large nobil- 
ity, indecd, that women find their weakest 
point; the barrow view hinders thom from 
tho wide, as one’s hagd held up before the 
eyes can obscure the sun; they do not look 
at the good of the race 80 much as at that of 
their own home; and where not themselves, 
but those they love are injured, they find 
it all but impossible to forgive; if this is sin, 
all the concentrated sweetness of their being 
has gone to make a crust round that sin. 

In fact, there is but one sin of which wo- 
men are possibly more guilty than men, and 
for that men are more responsible than they; 
it is tho cowardice which where it exists— 
and, thank the heavenly powers, it does not 
exist among all women—makes some women 
subtle, cunning, treacherous, falso. 

The captive of the strong arm in primitive 
times, their only recourse has been to please ; 
their only weapons have been amiability, 
concession, oraft. Their sense of juste told 
them they had a human right to attain 
these ends, and, of course, they noglested 
no means in their power to doso. They had 
abuses and punishments, too, to escape;

objectionable quality in wife and daughters, 
till brutality has brought about shuffling, 
evasion, concealment, and dissembling, and 
tyranny had been followed by cunning. 

The man who will not let his wife do 
what she wishes and innocently might, 
without worrying all poace out of the house, 
without a storm, without abuse, without the 
withdrawal of his good will and a condign 
pupishmont of one sort or another, forces 
his wife, unless she is a spiritless: shadow, 
into doing what she would, and deceiving 
him in relation to it very likely to the point 
of lying. Guilty as she hersolf may be, yot 
if his children are born liars, he has him- 
solf to thank for it.

Lord Salisbury’s earnest wish,

Lord Salisbury has every reason for hold- 
ing the constituency of Brighton in the bigh- 
est regard.

Marriott by a majority of 1,400, gave the 
first sign of the growing reaction, aid last 
week, in the material and moral victory 
achieved by Mr. Loden, the same constit- 
noncy has rendered a mostin portant service 
by being the firat to stem the flowing tide, 
of which we have heard so much, 

Sympathy with Mr. Bradlaugh in his 
severe illness and hearty hopes for bis re- 
coyery are almost universally expressed. 
Mr. Bradlaugh has lived down thf animos- 
ity with which ho was regarded some few 
yoarsogo, his ability, fair fighting and in- 
dustry are fully acknowladged by his chic! 
opponents, and it is allowed that by bis re- 
moval Parliamont would sustain a vory im: 
portant loss. 

I hear that tho Irish Innd purchas¢ 
scheme will be embodied in two, if not three, 
bills, A most urgent case for legislation is 
to be found in the congested districts. There 
poverty is chronic and there occur most fre- 
quently the differences between landlord 
and tenant which are the agitator's oppor- 
tunity, The first bill will probably, there’ 
fore, deal with the congested districts. 1 
beliove the Irish government is satisfied that 
if these parts of Ireland are effectively treat- 
ed the difficulties in the way of administra: 
tion will be enormously lessened. 

Mr. Gladstone's silence at Southport on 
the nature of the new home rule scheme is 
capable of easy explanation. He said 
nothing because a serious and, so far, Incur- 
able division of opinion exists among the 
Liberal leaders on the question. Mr, Glad’ 
stone sammoned his most trusted advisors 
to Hawarden last week and endeavored to 
get them to agroe upon some scheme framed 
on the basis of retaining the Irish members 
ot Westminster. He found it, however, im: 
possible to come ‘to any understanding on 
the question. Some of Mr, Gladstone's col- 
leagues are now moving in the direction of 
federation, and others like John Morley, are 


viow of adapting it tothe presence of the 
Irish mombers at Westminster, but he 
found it hard toinvont any scheme defensi- 
ble in theory or workable in practice, “An- 
other conclave will be held upon the eub- 
ject) before Mr. Gladstone speaks at Man- 
chester. The announcement of Mr, Labou. 
chere, that the next government must be 
half Radical in composition, has greatly dis, 
turbed official Liberals, It ig clear that, if 
there is to be an irruption of Radicals into 
office, many gontlomen who were safe to re- 
torn to tho treasury bench must abandon 
that pleasant expectation. Let us seo who 
are tho doomed mop, Mr. Childers is one; 
Shaw Lefevro, notwithstanting his Irish 
campaign, is another. Sir Lyon Playfair 
will also have to go; and it is whispered alsa 
that Mr, Mundolla is one of the men whom 
the Liberals below the gangway will no 
longer tolorate. Tho hope of tho official 
Liberals is that Mr. Gladstone, who does 
not like now faces, will stand by them. It 
may, howevor, be oa long time before the 
Liberals have an opportunity of quarreling 


over a division of the spoils.

VALUE OF ADVERTISING, 


The Result of Expert nts Made tn Great 
Uritain, 

An uncient story tells that the late Mr, 
Holloway once tried the experiment of 
diminishing his world-wide adyortisements 
by one-half, the immediate result being that 
his sales fell off in an equal degree, He 
resumed his former system, and his business 
prospered as before, Whether there be any 
truth in this tale we cannot say, but tho 
account given by Monoy of a certain patenc 
medicine company affords it indirect cor- 
roboration. When the business was in the 
hands of the inventor of the specific, he 
went in for advertising on a most 
liberal scale, increasing his expenditurd 
every year, In the six years prior to tho 
formation of the company, his total outlay 
amounted to close on £80,000, bx ing at the 
rate of noarly £13,000 per annum. That 
may seem a lacee sum to the public, who 
can never seo the good that come from such 
apparently reckless methods of courting 
publicity. These sketches may gain enlight- 
cnment from the fact that the sales of his 
business in question steadily and largel 


increased throughout the whole period, 
and the profits also. For every 
£100 spent in_ advertising, the sales 
during the first year amounted to 


L254, inthe second £274, and so on until 
the sixth year they reached £333. So far, 
therefore, we have absolute proof of the 
fertilizing effect of advertising on business, 
The subsequent career of the concern brings 
out the same fact from another point of 
view. For one cause or another, the new 
management curtailed the expenditure on 
advertising, with the result that sales and 
profits at once diminished. Furthercurtail- 
ment then became neceasary in order to ad- 
mit of the payment of a dividend, and so 
matters have gone on in « vicious circle, 
until that once prosperous business now 
yields no profit at all.—London Globe. 


The Pauture of Steamboating. 


It is not easy to predict what is to be the 
future of this great boating interest. Wo 
have over twenty thousand miles of steam 
navigation, we have original and enterpris- 
ing boat builders, and an enormous travel- 
ling public, We have had in tho past a 
phenomenal tleot of steamboats, particularly 
on our western rivers, and yet the business 
has been greatly depressed, and there are 
fewer boats afloat to-day than twenty years 
ago. Moreover—and this is the most serious 
matter of all—our canals are being aban- 
doned year by year. While Europe spends 
millions on canals and waterways, while 
France is trying to make overy little stream 
navigable, and Hngland is trying to turn 
her interior cities into seaports, we per- 
mit our canals to fill up or foolishly give 
then away to impecunjous railroads for 
poadbeds, Is it wise? Are we safe in 
trusting al) our freight business to railroad 
corporations? To-day we can, if the need 
come, send gunboats inland from the Dela- 
ware to New York Bay. If we permit the 
railroads to destroy the bosinessof the canal 
between our ship yards and our navy yards, 
we may be sure that in every European war 
olfice the fact of our folly is carefully noted 
for future reference. Once Great Britain 
fought a great battle to destroy the water 
route that connects the port of New York 
with the back door of New England. Sara. 
toga was fought to destroy a vital water 
route. Fortunately, the English generals 
who planned in London thus to cut the 
country in two failed, and yet to-day wo 
ure abandoning our canals and see our great 
infernal steam system decay 
without a thought of the consequences. 

On the othor hand—for there is a brighter 
sickle to every picture there is a disposition 
among the traveling public to demand 
larger, finer, and safer boats everywhere, 
Weare being taught by English tourists 
who visit us how to see our own country 
We may complacently talk of our limited 
trains and all that. Every foreigner who 
Visits us asks first of alk our steamboat 
routes, because our lake, river, and sound 
boats are known of all the world,—Charlesa 
Bernard in Century,

If 
they continue to support Mowat and 
“*good” government, there is no reason 
why they should not teach the Janguage of 
Kosciusko in preference to English in the 
public schools, if other people who spaak 
foreign tongues are to be accorded a like 
priviledge. 


EDUCATIONAL REFORMS, 


We are approaching a revolution in the 
methods of popular education. A new era 
of scholastic training is being ushered in, 
and there are ominous signs of preparation 
for the change. The October number of 
the Century Magazine contained three ex- 
cellent papers dealing with this important 
subject, and their contents fairly illustrate 
the drift of public opinion in the United 
States on this and cognate matters, Thore 
fs evidently a wide-spread dissatisfaction 
with prevailing methods, and responsible 
authorities must govern theiractions accord- 
ingly. This dissatisfaction is not confined 
to the United States, In England and in 
Canada similar agitations aro gaining 
strength. It is claimed, and with a good 
show of reason, that the Anylo-Saxon 
race are supporting a system of popu- 
lar education tha yloelds unsatisfactory 
results, as compared with some othor 
systems. There is too much book work at 
the sacrifice of manual training. In other 
words, we are educating the mind and not 
the hand. A recent writer has trathfully 
observed ; ‘Mon and women cannot live 
by grammar, geography, history, and othor 
branches of what now constitute a popular 
education, and the sooner our educationiats 
and legislatures realize that the people 
expect something more in harmony with 
the demands of the hour, the better it will 
be for all concerned.” Thoso words may 
serve as a koy note to the now movement. 
Manual training will soon be an integral 
part of the common school course. Com- 
paratively fow of the students who pass 
through the whole course of training make 
use of their book knowledge for oarning a 
living in their future life. A purely 

theoretical education is not to be despised. 
It isa desirable qualification, but, unless 
suplemonted by something practical, it falls 
far short of the defired purpose. In one of 
the Century papers referred to, Francis

Vacant Farms tn Vormont, 
From the Springfield Republican, 

The Vermont commisstonvr of agricul 
ture, A. B. Valentine, of Bennington, has 
issuiod a statoment noting more in detail 
the location, charec!eristios and prices of 
the abandoned farmiog lands for which 
settioment isnow sought.
